Pharmacy  Degree  of  London  University 

Notice  is  given  in  "  The  London  Gazette  "  of  Octo- 
ber 28.  in  pursuance  of  the  University  of  London  Act, 
1898,  that  Statute  108  has  been  amended  by  the  Senate 
by  the  addition  of  the  words  "  (9)  Bachelor  of  Phar- 
macy." There  were  previously  eight  degrees  which  the 
University  was  empowered  to  grant ;  and  it  will  be 
observed,  as  foreshadowed  in  the  C.  <£■  D.  (October  18, 
p.  556),  that  the  discussion  as  to  whether  the  pharmacy 
degree  was  to  be  subsumed  under  the  Faculty  of  Science 
or  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  has  ended  by  the  creation 
of  a  degree  independent  of  both. 

Dangerous  Drugs  Acts,  1920  and  1923 

{From  "  The  London  Gazette,"  October  S^,  192^) 
Withdrawal  of  Authorisation  (Gilbert  Dyet) 

Whereas  Gilbert  Dyet.  9  Mount  Stuart  Street,  Glasgow, 
being  a  person  duly  registered  under  the  Pharmacy  Act, 
1868,  as  amended  by  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908, 
has  been  convicted  of  an  offence  against  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  Act,  1920: 

And  whereas  the  said  Gilbert  Dyet  cannot,  in  my  opinion, 
properly  be  allowed  to  be  in  possession  of  or  supply  raw 
opium,  nor  to  carry  on  the  business  of  manufacturing, 
selling  or  distributing  any  of  the  drugs  to  which  Part  III 
of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  1920,  applies  : 

Now,  therefore,  after  consultation  '-ith  the  Council  of 
the  pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain,  and  in  pur- 
suance of  the  powers  conferred  upon  me  by  No.  6  of  the 
Raw  Opium  Regulations.  1921,  and  by  No.  10  of  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Regulations.  1921.  I  hereb.y  give  notice 
that  I  withdraw,  as  from  to-day's  date,  from  the  said 
Gilbert  Dyet  the  authorisations  granted  b.v  the  said  Regu- 
lations to  persons  who  lawfully  keen  open  shop  for  the 
retailing  of  poisons  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Pharmacy  Act.  1868.  as  amended  by  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Act.  1908,  to  be  in  possession  of  and  supply  raw 
opium,  and  to  carry  on  the  business  of  manufacturing, 
selling  or  distributing  the  drugs  to  which  Part  III  of 
the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  1920,  applies.

Medical  Man's  Trial  for  Manslaughter 

At  Gloucester  Assizes,  on  October  27,  28  and  29,  Walter 
Robert  Hadwen,  M.D.,  chemist  and  druggist,  was  tried 
on  a  charge  of  manslaughter  arising  from  the  death  of  a 
child  (C.  <l'  D.,  October  11,  p.  521).  The  facts  of  the  case 
have,  in  the  main,  been  elicited  in  the  lower  court.  For 
the  prosecution,  it  was  alleged  that  through  gross  in- 
attention and  want  of  skill  or  knowledge,  oi  both.  Dr. 
Hadwen  failed  to  detect  the  disease  from  which  the  child 
was  suffering  and  to  administer  an  adequate  remedy.  The 
defendant  pleaded  "  Not  guilty."  Mr.  C.  F.  Vachell, 
K.C.,  led  for  the  prosecution,  and  Sir  Edward  Marshall- 
Hall,  K.C.,  for  the  defence.  A  local  practitioner.  Dr.  Ellis, 
was  among  the  witnesses  called  by  Mr.  Vachell  ;  he  was 
asked  in  cross-e.xamination  :  "  Did  you  say  Dr.  Hadwen 
had  been  only  a  chemists'  assistant?  "  He  replied  :  "  No, 
I  always  understood  he  had  been  a  fully  qualified  chemist 
before  he  was  a  doctor."  Sir  William  Willcox,  cross- 
examined  by  Sir  Edward  Marshall-Hall,  expressed  the 
view  that  not  to  give  diphtheria  antitoxin  when  indicated 
amounted  to  wilful  neglect  of  duty.  There  was,  he 
added,  so  much  overcrowding  in  London  that  a  doctor 
would  send  a  case  of  suspicion  to  a  hospital  without  wait- 
ing for  a  swab  to  be  taken.  The  defendant,  giving 
evidence,  said  that  although  he  had  never  administered 
antitoxin,  all  his  diphtheria  cases  had  been  successful. 
His  diagnosis  was  that  the  child  suffered  from  ulcerated 
or  septic  tonsillitis  and  lobar  pneumonia.  He  considered 
antitoxin  useless  and  dangerous.  In  reply  to  the  judo-e, 
he  added  that  he  discarded  "  the  whole  germ  theory  of 
disease."  The  defendant  was  found  "  Not  guilty,"  and 
was  discharged.

Poisonings 

The  following  cases  of  fatal  poisoning,  among  others, 
have  been  recorded  since  our  last  report : — 

Two  inquests  were  held  at  Portsmouth,  on  October  23, 
in  cases  in  which  the  deceased,  named  Albert  C.  Bishop 
and  Frank  A.  Callaghan,  were  unemployed  men.  Both 
committed  suicide  by  taking  lysol,  and  a  verdict  of 
"Suicide  while  of  unsound  mind"  was  given  in  each 
instance. 

The  Hampshire  coroner  held  an  inquiry  at  North  Hay- 
ling,  on  October  24,  concerning  the  death  of  John  E. 
Horn,  aged  twelve  months.  The  mother  told  the  coroner 
that  on  the  previous  day  she  gave  the  boy  two  small 
bottles  to  play  with.  One  contained  Easton's  syrup 
tablets.  A  few  minutes  later  she  found  the  bottle  opened 
and  sonie  of  the  contents  scattered  on  the  tray  of  his 
chair.  Putting  her  finger  in  his  mouth,  she  discovered 
two  halves  of  a  tablet.  She  gave  him  an  emetic.  A 
quarter  of  an  hour  later  the  child  stiffened,  and  she  called 
in  a  doctor.  A  medical  witness  stated  that  the  child  had 
probably  swallowed  more  than  one  tablet.  One  would 
have  been  sufficient  to  cause  its  death.  The  tablets  could 
be  bought  at  any  chemist's  without  signing  for  them  or 
making  a  declaration.  The  word  "  poison  "  was  printed 
on  the  label.  The  tablets  contained  ^\  gr.  of  strych- 
nine. He  did  not  think  that  such  tablets  should  be  sup- 
plied without  prescription,  nor  that  they  should  be  taken 
haphazard  without  the  opinion  of  a  medical  man.  The 
coroner,  in  recording  a  verdict  of  "  Death  from  mis- 
adventure," said  he  did  not  know  whether  anything  could 
be  done  in  the  matter  of  the  sale  of  such  poisons  in 
tablet  form,  but  he  would  think  it  over.

Wexford 

The  premises  of  Mr.  James  McCormack,  Ph.C,  North 
Main  Street,  Wexford,  were  entered  by  burglars  recently 
and  a  small  sum  of  money  stolen. 

The  Southern  Wholesale  Drug  Co.,  Wexford,  has 
written  to  the  co.  Wexford  Board  of  Health  asking  that 
the  Board's  eontract  for  the  supply  of  medicines  be 
placed  with  them.  They  had  tendered  at  a  discount  of 
5  per  cent.,  but  a  Dublin  firm  had  tendered  at  9  per 
cent,  discount.  They  undertook  to  deliver  all  orders 
to  the  various  dispensaries  or  elsewhere  as  required, 
while  a  contractor  is  only  bound  to  pay  carriage  to  the 
nearest  railway  station ;  they  submitted,  theref  ore,  that 
theirs  was  really  the  lowest  tender.  The  secretary  said 
that  last  year  the  Board  gave  the  contract  to  the  com- 
pany, but  the  Local  Government  Department  declined  to 
sanction  it.  It  was  agreed  to  take  supplies  from  the 
company  if  their  drugs  were  up  to  the  standard.

Pharmaceutical  Society  op  Great  Britain. — The  opening  (Edin- 
burgh) meeting  of  the  winter  session  will  take  place  on  Novem- 
ber 21,  at  8  p.m.

Zanzibar  cloves. — The  quantity  of  cloves  .exported 
from  Zanzibar  during  1923,  viz.,  200,646  cwt.,  was  the 
largest  on  record,  with  the  exception  of  the  figure  for 
the  year  1915,  when  the  quantity  exported  amounted  to 
227,013  cwt.  The  United  Kingdom  was  the  largest  in- 
dividual buyer,  her  share  amounting  to  78,708  cwt.  Other 
buyers  included  :  India,  68,194  cwt.  ;  the  United  States. 
32,168  cwt.  ;  the  Netherlands,  7,875  cwt.  ;  France,  4,936 
cwt.  ;  Germanv,  3,800  cwt.  ;  Aden,  1,255  cwt. ;  and 
Italy,  1,034  cwt. 
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Colonial  and  Foreign  News 

American  pharmacists'  European  tour. — The  last  tour 
In  Europe  of  German-American  pharmacists  came  to  an 
abrupt  end  in  Darmstadt,  on  August  1,  1914,  with  the 
outbreak  of  the  War.  Another  tour  on  the  same  lines, 
visiting  Germany,  Austria,  Switzerland  and  Italy,  is 
planned  to  take  place  in  July  1925. 

Sale  of  Indian  Opium  in  1925. — A  notification  has  been 
issued  by  the  Government  of  India,  stating  that  in  the 
calendar  year  1925  not  more  than  3,000  chests  of  Benares 
opium  will  be  offered  for  sale  by  public  auction  at 
Calcutta.  The  Government  reserve  to  themselves  the 
right  to  reduce  the  quantity  or  alter  the  class  of  opium 
to  be  offered  for  sale. 

Sudan  prohibition  of  opium  and  hashish. — The 
Hashish  and  Opium  Ordinance,  1924,  dated  April  7, 
1924,  prohibits  the  cultivation,  manufacture,  sale,  posses- 
sion and  transit  in,  the  importation  into,  and  the  ex- 
portation from,  the  Sudan  of  hashish  and  opium. 
Certain  preparations  of  these  articles  are,  however,  under 
the  ordinance  allowed  to  be  used,  imported,  etc.,  under 
prescribed  conditions  for  medicinal  or  surgical  purposes. 

Greek  olive  oil  exports. — The  Greek  Government 
■has  issued  new  regulations  concerning  the  exportation  of 
olive  oil.  Stocks  of  olives  in  hand  may  be  exported 
without  restrictions,  provided  one-quarter  of  the  avail- 
able amounts  are  retained  for  home  consumption.  In 
the  case  of  olive  oil,  70  per  cent,  of  the  available  stocks 
of  first-grade  oil  and  80  per  cent,  of  second  grade  may 
be  exported.  No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  exporta- 
tion of  olive  oil  which  is  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

Unemployed  pharmacists  in  Denmark. — The  large  and 
growing  number  of  unemployed  pharmacists  is  a  source 
of  great  concern  in  professional  circles  in  Denmark ; 
indeed,  it  is  stated  that  about  20  per  cent,  are  without 
work,  and  as  a  remedy  a  proposal  is  under  discussion  to 
limit  the  number  of  entrants.  In  the  meantime  a  fund 
to  assist  unemployed  pharmacists  has  been  created. 
Members  will  contribute  4  crowns  a  month,  and  after 
one  year's  membership  will  be  entitled  to  receive 
assistance  amounting  to  3.50  crowns  a  day,  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  three  months  in  one  year.  At  the  same 
time  a  registry  office  has  been  opened  for  pharmacists. 

Bright  outlook  for  pharmacists. — The  Austrian 
universities  have  issued  a  circular  to  the  daily  Press,  in 
which  it  is  pointed  out  that  the  outlook  for  works 
chemists  is  now  not  so  bright  as  it  used  to  be,  since  the 
number  of  students  of  chemistry  isi  far  in  excess  of  the 
available  situations  in  factories  in  Austria  and  aibroad. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  new  pharmaceutical  curriculum 
provides  a  much  more  comprehensive  tiaining,  and  the 
pha.rmacist  is  consequently  better  equipped  than  the 
chemical  student  for  a  position  as  food  analyst,  in  pharma- 
ceutical factories,  in  the  sugar  industry,  and  in  many 
other  branches  of  applied  chemistry,  including  biological 
work. 

Chemical  research  in  India. — At  a  meeting  of  the 
Advisory  Board  of  the  School  of  Chemical  Technology, 
Calcutta,  held  on  September  2,  the  Board  noted  with 
satisfaction  the  work  done  by  this  school  since  1919 
for  emphasising  the  importance  of  scientific  investigation 
of  indigenous  drugs  and  the  further  work  in  connection 
with  (1)  Gcphalandra  Indica  for  diabetes,  (2)  Allium 
sativum  for  tuberculosis,  and  other  infective  diseases, 
and  (3)  Hydnocarims  W ightiana  for  leprosy.  The  Board 
regretted  that^  owing  to  the  unfortunate  deadlock  created 
in  the  Bengal  Council,  the  school's  Food  and  Drugs 
Bill,  prepared  after  a  good  deal  of  work,  could  not 
be  proceeded  with. 

Combating  unemployment  in  Norv^^ay. — The  director 
of  the  civil  medical  department  has  issued  a  circular  to 
all  Norwegian  owners  of  pharmacies,  pointing  out  that 
there  are  at  present  58  pharmacists  without  situations, 
and  that  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  phar- 
macists without  employment  will  probably  reach  a  total 
of  about  100,  since  some  40  candidates  have  presented 
themselves  for  the  assistants'  examination,  and  about 
20  w'ill  go  up  for  the  final  examination  in  November. 


Consequently,  owners  are  exhorted  not  to  dismiss  any 
of  their  assistants  unless  compelled  to  do  so.  Further, 
in  cases  where  it  should  be  found  imperative  to  reduce 
the  staff,  the  fully  qualified  men  should  certainly  bo 
retained  for  the  present.  The  object  of  this  circular  is 
to  close  the  profession  to  intending  entrants,  by  deterring 
owners  from  taking  apprentices. 

Dutch  East  Indies  customs  t.'Vriff. — The  import 
charges  for  a  number  of  articles  which  figure  in  the 
customs  tariff  of  the  Dutch  East  Indies  have  been 
increased,  as  was  foreshadowed  in  the  C.  ct-  D.,  March 
15,  p.  362,  and  the  rate  of  duty  has  been  raised  from 
8  to  12  per  cent,  ad  valorem  for  the  following  goods  : 
Chloral  hydrate;  ether;  chloroform;  collodion,  and 
similar  products  prepared  from  or  with  ethyl,  amyl, 
butyl,  propyl,  or  methyl  alcohol;  perfumes;  perfumed 
waters;  hair  lotions;  mouth  washes;  toilet  lotions;  hair 
oils;  hair  dyes;  soaps;  pomades;  cosmetics;  skin  creams; 
rice  powders ;  tooth  powders ;  shaving  soap ;  perfumed 
soaps,  and  other  toilet  articles  and  cosmetics  not  specifi- 
cally mentioned.  The  duty  on  alcoholic  preparations  is 
fixed  at  the  same  amount  as  is  chargeable  in  the  form 
of  excise  duty,  but  in  the  case  of  alcoholic  perfumes  and 
toilet  preparations  the  governor  is  empowered  to  fix  the 
chargeable  alcoholic  strength. 

Municipal  pharmacies  in  Spain. — In  coimection  with 
the  new  scheme  at  present  being  elaborated  for  regulat- 
ing the  public  health  service  in  Spanish  towns,  it  is 
proposed  to  grant  to  the  local  authorities  the  right  to 
open  municipal  pharmacies  for  the  supply  of  medicines, 
not  only  to  those  in  receipt  of  assistance  from  the  poor 
rate,  but  also  to  the  general  public.  On  behalf  of  the 
sacred  interests  of  public  health  and  in  the  name  of 
6,000  Spanish  pharmacists  in  business,  the  National  Phar- 
maceutical Union  has  presented  a  memorandum  to  the 
director  of  the  local  administration  board,  protesting 
against  this  threatened  competition,  which  would  prove 
extremely  detrimental  to  the  interests  of  the  entire  pro- 
fession, apart  from  being  a  cruel  injustice  to  those  in 
business.  The  following  interesting  statement  appears 
in  the  memorandum  :  "  While  we  do  not  doubt  that 
the  new  regulations  will  contribute  towards  eradicating 
the  proverbial  dishonesty  and  negligence  which  prevail 
in  the  administration  of  our  towns,  we  believe  that  the 
improvement  is  scarcely  likely  to  j-ustify  entrusting  to 
these  local  authorities  such  important  and  delicate  duties 
as  are  required  of  a  pharmaceutical  .service,  without 
incurring  grave  risks." 

Protection  for  pharmacists. — Owners  of  pharmacies 
in  the  country  and  in  small  towns  in  Germany  have  for 
long  complained  that  business  is  steadily  declining,  the 
decrease  in  prescription  work  being  chiefly  responsible 
for  a  heavy  loss  of  revenue.  This  state  of  affairs  has 
alarmed  the  Bavarian  and  Wurtemberg  governrhents, 
both  of  which  have  issued  an  almost  identical  circular 
to  the  local  authorities,  pointing  out  that  should  these 
conditions  persist,  there  is  every  likelihood  that  many 
owners  of  small  pharmacies  will  be  either  unable  to 
maintain  an  adequate  service  or  will  be  compel'led  to 
close,  thereby  gravely  imperilling  the  supply  of  medi- 
cine to  the  public.  Therefore,  both  governments  declare 
that  it  is  imperative  to  extend  every  assistance  possible 
to  this  class  of  owners,  and  the  local  authorities  are 
urged  to  take  a'll  necessary  steps  to  suppress  illicit  trade 
in  medicines,  particularly  by  druggists,  not  to  press 
for  the  payment  of  taxes,  and  to  do  all  in  their  power 
to  improve  business  conditions  in  small  pharmacies, 
since  their  maintenance  lies  in  the  interest  of  the  public. 
Should  the  annual  turnover  of  any  business  fall  below 
10,0C0  marks  (£500  is  the  accepted  minimum  turnover  of 
a  pharmacy  and  is  assmned  to  provide  an  income 
sufficient  to  enable  the  owner  to  exist),  the  parish  bodies 
are  to  be  approached  with  the  suggestion  to  assist  in 
maintaining  the  pharmacy  by  means  of  a  subsidy  out 
of  the  parish  funds.  The  local  authorities  are  required 
to  report  their  views  on  conditions  among  owners  of 
small  country  and  town  pharmacies,  and  their  experiences 
in  applying  the  foregoing  recommendations,  to  the  govern- 
ment at  the  end  of  the  present  year. 
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American  Notes 

By  "  The  Man  from  London." 

While  the  State  Boakd  of  Pharmacy,  New  York,  has 
no  jurisdiction  over  liquor  and  narcotics,  it  proposes  close 
co-operation  with  agents  of  the  federal  government  who 
have  been  making  a  close  inspection  of  all  New  York 
drug  stores.  Four  New  York  city  druggists  have  been 
cited  to  appear  before  the  board  to  show  cause  why  their 
licences  should  not  be  revoked,  following  a  conviction  in 
the  federal  courts ;  three  from  Buffalo  were  also  summoned 
to  appear.  It  is  stated  that  the  violations  of  the  law 
with  relation  to  the  sale  of  narcotics  were  far  more 
numerous  and  serious  than  those  in  connection  with  the 
sale  of  liquor. 

Dakgebocs  ethyl  gas. — Three  deaths  have  been 
reported  from  ethyl  gas  inhaled  by  workers  at  the 
Standard  Oil  plant  at  Elizabeth,  New  Jersey,  and  seven 
patients  are  being  treated  in  hospital  for  mental  derange- 
ments. All  are  employed  in  manufacturing  gasoline 
treated  with  lead  tetra-ethyl  to  increase  the  efficiency  of 
motors  and  prevent  carbon  trouble  (C.  di  D.,  I,  1924, 
p.  162).  Experts  in  New  York,  including  Dr.  Henderson, 
of  Yale,  an  authority  on  the  action  of  gases  on  the 
human  body,  have  commented  adversely  on  the  substance. 
Dr.  Henderson  stated  that  gasoline  of  such  a  character 
is  a  great  menace  to  life,  health  and  reason,  becau&e  of 
its  insidious  character  in  affecting  the  lungs,  brain  and 
nerves.  Breathers  of  even  small  amounts,  he  said,  vvere 
liable  to  the  symptoms. 

"  Silica  gel." — According  to  a  paper  devoted  to  in- 
vestors' interests,  "  silica  gel  "  is  a  chemical  pro- 
duct obtained  by  the  admixture  of  sodium  sili- 
cate and  sulphuric  acid,  the  final  product  being 
dehydrated.  It  is  so  porous  tliat  the  space 
taken  up  by  the  pores  constitutes  about  40  per  cent, 
of  the  entire  volume.  "  Silica  gel  "  is  used  as  an  ad- 
sorbent to  remove  water  and  moisture  from  the  air  or 
chemical  mixtures,  sulphur  compounds  and  colouring 
from  oils  and  solvents  from  individual  gases  in  combined 
vapours.  As  an  adsorbent  of  moisture  from  the  skin,  it 
has  wide  uses  in  the  form  of  toilet  preparations  and  in 
the  treatment  of  cuts,  etc. ,  wherein  it  takes  up  poisonous 
suppuration  and  permits  healing  by  "  primary  union." 
It  is  said  that  "  silica  gel  "  is  a  valuable  agent  for 
removing  sulphur  compounds  from  crude  petroleum. 

A  DISCUSSION  has  been  going  on  about  hidden  demon- 
strators, who,  it  is  averred,  are  paid  by  certain  manu- 
facturers to  "  take  care  of  them,"  by  selling  their  brands 
of  goods  whenever  the  opportunity  offers.  The  toilet 
goods  industry  has  become  one  of  the  most  important  in 
America,  and  a  tremendous  amount  of  competition  exists 
between  drug  stores,  beauty  parlours,  and  department 
stores,  many  of  the  latter  having  a  drug  department, 
which  is  used  "  as  a  sprat  to  catch  a  whale."  The 
average  druggist  knows  nothing  of  these  H.D.s,  and 
goes  serenely  about  his  business  of  getting  a  living,  which 
IS,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  a  good  one.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  a  large  part  of  ihe  trade  done  now  by  druggists  in 
toilet  goods  comes  to  them  chiefly  from  the  tremendous 
amount  of  advertising  of  this  class  of  articles  by  outside 
manufacturers. 

New  water  cure  for  burns. — Naturally  enough,  in 
a  country  where  pure  water  has  become,  so  it  is  claimed, 
the  national  beverage,  this  linuid  has  received  considerable 
attention  of  late  years.  Recently  one  of  the  medical 
journals  reported  all  kinds  of  good  things  regarding  the 
therapeutic  value  of  distilled  water  in  certain  diseases 
when  given  by  injection.  Now,  John  Hopkins  University 
Hospital,  Baltimore,  reports  remarkable  success  with  their 
new  water  cure  for  serious  burns.  A  man  suffering  from 
burns  extending  over  two-thirds  of  his  body  was  put  at 
once  into  a  bathtub  filled  with  water,  and  kept  there  for 
six  days  and  nights.  The  water  was  changed  frequentlj', 
and  the  man  was  forced  to  drink  great  quantities  of 
Water.  Nothing  definite  as  to  the  action  of  this 
treatment  is  given,  but  the  hospital  claims  that  where 
heretofore  a  person  burnt  as  badlv  as  this  case  was 
regarded  as  hopeless,  this  man  will  leave  the  institution 
within  a  week  restored  to  health. 


Prohibition,  narcotics  and  poisons. — In  a  recent  pro- 
hibition case,  a  malt  extract,  non-intoxicating,  was  abso- 
lutely  prohibited  by  the  State  of  Mississipi.  It  was 
deemed  necessary  by  the  State  officials  to  stop  the  sale 
of  this  therapeutic  agent  in  order  to  make  effective  the 
prohibition  of  intoxicating  liquor.  In  another  case,  but 
this  time  where  the  dispensing  of  whisky  was  concerned 
counsel  for  the  defendant  suggested  to  the  Supreme  Court 
that  if  a  city  can  prohibit  alcoholic  liquor  for  medicinal 
purposes,  it  follows  that  it  may  pi'ohibit  narcotic  drugs, 
or  drugs  containing  poisons,  or  other  dangerous,  drugs, 
for  medicinal  purposes.  Counsel  told  the  Supreme  Court 
that  if  the  doctrine  of  absolute-  prohibition  were  applied 
to  narcotic  drugs,  poisons  and  other  dangerous  drugs 
there  would  be  nothing  left  in  materia  medica.  In  other 
words,  pharmacy,  as  a  necessary  calling,  would  be  wiped 
off  the  face  of  American  soil.

and  by  Miss  Thomas  and  Mr.  Shiacli.  During  an  hour's 
interval  for  refreshments  the  musical  entertainment  was 
sustained  by  Mrs.  D.  W.  A.  Desmond  at  the  piano  and 
by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ridgewell,  vocalists.  A  vote  of  thanks 
proposed  by  Mr.  Ramsay  to  Mr.  Ben  Wathen,  social 
secretary,  was  by  him  passed  on  to  his  lad,v  helpers  for 
the  assistance  they  had  given  him.

Cardiff  Chemists'  Dinner 

The  annual  dinner  of  the  Cardiff  Pharmacists'  Asso- 
ciation was  held  at  the  Park  Hotel  on  October  22.  The 
President  (Mr.  S.  W.  Hague)  occupied  the  chair,  and 
the  company  numbered  about  100.  Among  those  present 
were  the  Lord  Mayor  of  Cardiff  (Alderman  Sydney 
Jenkins,  J. P.),  Mr.  Pilkiiigton  Sargeaiit  (Presid-ent  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society),  the  Mayor  of  Lincoln  (Mr. 
John  Hague,  vice-chairman  of  the  Retail  Phar- 
macists' Union  and  brother  of  Mr.  S.  W.  Hague),  Mr. 
Charles  Coles,  B.f^c.  (Principal  of  the  Technical  College), 
Mr.  H.  M.  Lloyd,  J. P.  (Mertliyr),  and  the  officers  and 
members  of  tlie  Committee  of  the  Association.  Follow- 
ing the  loyal  toasts,  the  President  referred  to  the  loss 
the  Association  had  sustained  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Leo 
Joseph.  It  had  been  suggested  that  some  testimonial 
be  made  to  commemorate  his  services  to  pliarmacy.  Pro- 
ceeding, Mr.  S.  W.  Hague  welcomed  to  this  annual 
gathering  the  President  of  the  Society.  Replying,  Mr.

Davies).  "  The  Welsh  College  of 
Pharmacy  "  was  submitted  by  Mr.  A.  Hagon  (Registrar 
of  the  College),  and  responded  to  by  Principal  Coles, 
B.Sc.  During  the  dinner  orchestral  selections  were 
rendered  by  the  Saxone  Orchestra,  and  interspersed  with 
the  speeches  the  following  lady  and  gentlemen  gave 
songs  and  humorous  items,  which  added  greatly  to  the 
evening's  mei'riment  :  Miss  Irene  Grant  (Blackpool), 
Messrs.  Philip  Williams  and  Percy  Smith  (Bristol), 
while  Mr.  Arthur  G.  Hitchens  acted  as  the  accompanist.

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Legal  Reports 

Plate  Powder  Litigation. — In  the  Chancery  Division 
of  the  High  Court,  London,  on  October  24,  Mr.  Justice 
Lawrence  heard  a  motion  by  J.  Goddard  &  Sons  for  an 
injunction  restraining  Joseph"  Rossen,  Stamford  HOI, 
N.,  from  selHng  plate  powder  not  of  the  plaintiffs'  manu- 
facture as  Goddard's  Plate  Powder  without  clearly  ascer- 
taining whose  goods  were  required.  Mr.  Gray  appeared 
for  the  plantiffs.  The  defendant,  who  appeared  in  person, 
agreed  to  the  motion  being  treated  as  the  trial  of  the 
action,  submitted  to  a  perpetual  injunction,  and  paid  the 
costs  of  the  action. 

Unsuccessful  Plea  of  Agency.— In  thh  Mayor's  and  City 
of  London  Court,  on  October  24,  the  Kerr  Steamship  Co.', 
Inc.,  New  York,  suing  through  the  Kerr_  Steamship  Co., 
Ltd.,  claimed  the  sum  of  £43  5s.  4d.,  storage  and  other 
charges  on  48  bales  of  stramonium  leaves  shipped  from 
Italy  to  New  York,  against  Davies  &  Wilson,  chartering 
and  shipping  agents,  Lloyd's  Avenue,  E.G.  The  defen- 
dants contended  that  the  plaintiffs  knew,  when  instruc- 
tions were  given  in  1922  that  they  were  agents  for  a 
Mr.  Nixon.  The  plaintiffs  produced  a  letter  from  the 
defendants  in  which  occurred  the  phrase:  "We  should 
be  much  obliged  by  your  having  the  goods  landed  and 
placing  them  In  warehouse  to  our  order,  debiting  ns  with 
the  costs."  Judge  Shewell  Cooper  said  that,  in  the  face 
of  that  letter,  the  defendants'  case  was  hopeless,  and 
gave  judgment  for  the  plaintiffs,  with  costs. 

Illegal  Practice  of  Dentistry — At  Chorley.  on  October 
28,  Thomas  S.  H.  Fairclough,  Park  Road,  Adlington,  was 
summoned  for  practising  dentistry,  he  not  being  a  regis- 
tered dentist.  For  the  Dental  Board,  iNIr.  Aspden  ex- 
plained that  the  defendant  had  been  employed  as  an 
apprentice  to  a  dentist,  and  in  1921  commenced  on  his  own 
account  at  Adlington.  He  applied  for  registration,  but 
was  refused,  owing  to  not  being  twenty-three  years  of  age, 
and  because  he  had  not  earned  his  living  for  five  years 
by  dentistry.  In  1923  he  again  applied  for  registration, 
but  was  again  refused.  Mr.  Gibson,  defending;  said  that 
the  defendant  had  been  an  apprentice  to  a  Blackrod 
dentist  since  1914.  When  he  became  of  military  age  he 
joined  the  Army.  In  September  1922,  he  sat  for  examina- 
tion and  pa,ssed  in  the  practical  test,  but  failed  in  the 
Written.  He  intended  to  sit  again.  The  Benca  fined  the 
defendant  20s.,  and  ordered  him  to  pay  £2  5s.  costs. 

Scientific  Glassware  Importation  Case.—At  Mansion 
House  Police  Court,  London,  on  October  28,  Mr.  Charles 
Gray,  Grange  Road,  Leigh-on-Sea,  appeared  in  answer  to  a 
summons  at  the  instance  of  the  Commissioners  of  Customs 
and  Excise,  charging  him  with  having  on  April  24,  1923, 
caused  to  be  made  and  subscribed  a  false  declaration 
with  regard  to  the  value  of  fifteen  cases  described  as 
Contammg  butyrometers,  flasks,  test-tubes,  cylinders, 
pipettes,  burettes,  cones,  beakers,  stands,  condensers  and 
thermometers,  namely,  that  the  value  of  such  goods  was 
£45  lis.  lid.,  whereas  the  value  was  very  much  more. 
The  defendant,  who  pleaded  "  Not  guilty,"  elected 
that  the,  case  should  be  heard  by  a  judge  and 
jury.  Mr.  T.  G.  Gibson,  appearing  'in  support  of  the 
summons,  said  he  thought  it  would  be  shown  that  the 
defendant  was  knowingly  concerned  in  a  fraudulent 
evasion  of  Customs  dues.  Tlie  fifteen  cases  referred  to 
were  imported  by  the  defendant  from  Germany;  eleven 
cases  were  consigned  to  the  Scientific  Glassblowing  Co., 
Gray's  Inn  Road,  three  to  F.  E.  Becker  &  Co.,  Hatton 
Garden,  and  one  to  Gray  himself.  These  goods  were 
subject  to  a  Customs  levy  of  33^  per  cent,  and  a  26  per 
cent.  German  reparation  levy,  and  it  was  the  contention 
of  the  prosecution  that  the  defendant  imported  them  solely 
for  the  purpose  of  making  money  either  for  himself,  the 
exporter  (a  Mr.  Lorenz) ,  or  both.  Specimens  of  the 
articles  were  produced  in  court.  Goods  valued  at 
£3  4s.  5d.  for  the  Customs  were  invoiced  at  £26  13s.  3d. 
to  the  firm  buying  them.  In  documents  found  by  the 
Customs  officials  there  was  a  copy  of  a  letter  from'  the 
defendant  to  Lorenz,  saying  he  was  in  terrible  trouble 
with  the  Customs  and  might  even  be  sent  to  prison.  He 
stated  to  a  Customs  officer  that  he  had  been  in  Germany 
prior  to  the  war,  and  had  become  friendly  with  Lorenz, 


who  allowed  him  to  have  these  goods  very  cheaply. 
Witnesses  were  called,  and  were  cross-examined  by  Mr. 
A.  E.  Robinson,  solicitor  for  the  defence.  It  was  admitted 
that  the  glass  was  not  stamped  with  the  National  Physical 
Laboratory  stamp,  and  that  there  was  no  market  in  this 
country  for  unstamped  medical  goods  of  this  description. 
These  things  were  held  up  bv  the  Customs  entirely  on  a 
question  of  value.  Clinical  tnermometers  at  the  price  on 
the  declaration  were  described  as  being  ridiculous.  Mr. 
O.  L.  Gower  (Baird  &  Tatlock  (London),  Ltd.),  said  he 
had  had  over  thirty  years'  experience  in  these  goods, 
and  the  consignment  referred  to  had  been  seen  by  him. 
The  value  of  it  he  should  estimate  as  between  £200  and 
£250.  Cross-examined :  It  was  possible  to  get  stamped 
English  thermometers  at  12s.  per  dozen.  His  firm, 
about  this  time  in  1923,  had  many  offers  of  chea,p  goods 
of  a  similar  kind,  but  none  so  cheap  as  this  particular 
lot.  The  sample  produced  to  him  from  one  of  the  cases 
bore  the  stamp  of  a  German  testing-office.  The  case  was 
committed  to  the  ne.xt  sessions  of  the  Central  Criminal 
Court ;  the  defendant  was  bound  over  in  his  own  recog- 
nisances of  £100  to  appear. 


Bankruptcy  Reports 

Re  John  Byron  aigby,  31  St.  James  Street,  135  Upper 
Hill  Street,  and  70  Cireat  Homer  Street.  Liverpool, 
chemist. — The  public  examination  of  this  debtor  was  held 
on  October  28  at  Liverpool.  The  statement  of  affairs 
disclosed  liabilities  £2.974  and  assets  estimated  to  pro- 
duce £856.  The  debtor  was  questioned  with  regard  to 
his  betting  transactions,  which  appeared  to  have  been 
considerable.  He  said  that  one  of  his  shops  had  paid, 
but  the  other  two  lost  money,  one  of  them  heavily.  The 
examination  was  closed,  subject  to  the  debtor  filing  an 
account  showing  his  betting  losses. 

Re  William  Howarth,  Bradley  Fold,  Bolton,  soap  manu- 
facturer.— The  first  meeting  of  this  debtor's  creditoos 
was  held  recently  in  Manchester.  The  statement  of 
affairs  showed  gross  liabilities  £1,121,  of  which  £984 
was  expected  to  rank,  and  there  was  a  deficiency  of 
£881.  The  debtor  attributed  his  position  to  his  failure 
to  establish  his  business  on  a  firm  basis  owing  to  bad 
trade,  coupled  with  the  action  of  the  Bolton  Corporation 
in  prohibiting  his  carrying  on  trade  in  a  certain  locality. 
It  appeared  that  a  previous  receiving  order  was  made 
against  him  in  1916.  In  1918  he  commenced  business  as 
a  soap  manufacturer  without  capital  at  Bolton,  continuing 
successfully  until  November  1920.  In  November  1921 
he  recommenced  at  his  present  address,  and  was  fairly 
successful  in  1922,  but  trade  declined  considerably  during 
1923  and  1924.  The  matter  was  left  in  the  hands  of 
the  official  receiver. 

Re  Nicholas  Cornelius  Aria  Ouwehand,  casein  manu- 
facturer, late  of  Great  Dover  Street,  London,  S.E. — A 
.sitting  of  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court  was  held  on 
October  24  for  the  public  examination  of  this  debtor,  who 
failed  last  April  with  liabilities  £3,193  and  assets  nil. 
Replying  to  Mr.  E.  Parke,  official  receiver,  the  debtor,  a 
Dutch  subject,  said  he  came  to  this  country  in  1904,  and 
for  three  years  was  in  employment.  In  1907  he  formed 
the  British  Casein  Co.,  Ltd.,  with  a  nominal  capital  of 
£2,000;  it  was  successful  until  1910.  In  1911  the  com- 
pany was  wound  up  voluntarily  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
construction. The  British  Casein  Co.  (1911),  Ltd., 
acquired  and  carried  on  the  business  of  the  old  company. 
Witness  was  allotted  250  £1  shares  in  the  new  company 
as  fully  paid,  and  acted  as  managing  director  until  it 
went  into  compulsory  liquidation  in  May,  1923.  He 
attributed  his  present  position  to  the  failure  of  the  two 
companies  in  question.    The  examination  was  concluded.

Food  Products,  Ltd. — In  the  Chancery  Division  of 
the  High  Court,  London,  on  October  21,  Mr.  Justice 
Eve  heard  a  petition  by  Food  Products,  Limited  and 
Reduced,  for  the  confirmation  of  the  reduction  of  the 
company's  capital.  Counsel  said  the  ground  for  the 
reduction  was  loss  of  capital.  The  company  was  formed 
to  take  over  certain  inventions  of  a  Harley  Street 
specialist  for  making  concentrated  food  products.  Fur- 
ther advertising  was  required.  His  Lordship  :  The 
most  advertised  goods  are  not  always  the  most  useful. 
Counsel  stated  that  the  capital  of  the  company  was 
£200,000,  and  it  was  proposed  to  reduce  it  to  £1C0,895. 
His  lordship  sanctioned  the  reduction. 

Parton,  Son  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  5/6  Bull  Ring,  Birmingham. 
— A  meeting  of  the  creditors  was  held  on  October  24, 
at  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Birmingham,  when  it  was 
stated  that  the  company  had  to  go  into  voluntary  liquida- 
tion, and  had  appointed  Mr.  0.  W.  Thompson  and  Mr. 
T.  A.  Morrison  as  joint  liquidators.  The  statement  of 
affairs  submitted  showed  ranking  liabilities  of 
£10,893  Is.  Id.,  all  of  which  were  due  to  unsecured 
creditors.  There  were,  in  all,  some  420  unsecured 
creditors.  The  assets  were  set  down  at  £11,518  Os.  lid., 
from  which  had  to  be  deducted  £241  Is.  9d.  for  prefer- 
ential claims,  and  £10,852  4s.  due  on  debentures.  The  net 
assets,  therefore,  were  £424  15s.  ^d.,  or  a  deficiency  s< 
far  as  the  creditors  were  concerned  of  £10,468  5s.  lid 
It  was  stated  that  the  debentures  were  held  by  thi 
bank.  The  debentures  were  for  £10,000,  and  were  issued 
to  the  bank  on  June  11  last.  The  business  was  a  very 
old-established  one,  having  been  in  existence  since  1836. 
It  was  carried  on  as  a  private  concern  up  to  December 
1900.  when  the  limited  liability  company  was  formed. 
During  recent  years  the  turnover  had  been  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  £40.000  per  annum.  The  trading  was  success- 
ful up  to  1911,  but  in  1912  there  was  a  small  loss. 
Of  recent  years  there  had  been  a  slump  in  the  trade 
experienced,  and  during  that  time  the  bank  had  made 
various  advances.  Balance  sheets  had  been  regularly 
prepared,  and  it  was  considered  that  up  to  December  31 
last  the  company  was  solvent.  It  was  further  stated  that 
negotiations  were  in  progress  for  the  reconstruction  of 
the  company,  and  it  was  decided  that  the  meeting  should 
be  adjourned  for  twenty-one  days. 
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The  Quid  pro  Quo 

of  National  Health  Insurance 

Insured  persons,  when  calculating  what  they  receive  in 
return  for  their  contributions,  are  apt  to  forget  that 
it  is  merely  a  scheme  of  insurance  they  have  taken  part 
in,  and  not  a  scheme  for  paying,  in  instalments,  for 
results  which  are  certain.  If  no  claims  arise,  no  benefits 
are  received.  The  man  who  insures  his  goods  against 
loss  by  fire  or  burglary  may  pay  his  premiums  year 
after  year,  and  yet  receive  nothing  in  return,  and  so 
witli  the  insured  person.  He  pays  his  contributions  (or 
premiums)  so  that  if  he  falls  into  ill  health  he  may 
claim  the  benefits  specified  in  the  Insurance  Act  (or 
policy);  but  so  long  as  his  health  remains  good  he 
receives  nothing.  "  Xrayser  II  "  (C  <t-  D.,  October  18, 
p.  569)  says  :  "  National  Health  insurance  .  .  .  does 
not  give  the  insured  person  very  much  in  the  shape  of 
medicine  in  return  for  the  39s.  per  annum  that  it  costs 
him."  The  insured  person,  however,  is  promised — and 
generally  receives — all  the  medicine  he  requires.  More- 
over, he  receives  a  number  of  other  benefits,  besides 
medicine,  in  return  for  his  contribution ;  but  that  con- 
tribution does  not  amount  to  39s.  per  annum  (9d.  a 
week).    First  of  all,  let  us  ask. 

What  Does  He  Pay? 

The  male  insured  person  pays  5d.  a  week  (21s.  8d. 
per  annum) ;  the  female  insured  person  pays  4d.  a  week 
(17s.  4d.  per  annum).  The  employer  in  each  case  pays 
5d.  a  week  (21s.  8d.  per  annum).  The  Act  of  1924 
provides  that  the  funds  for  defraying  the  cost  of 
benefits  and  the  expenses  of  administration  shall  be 
derived  as  to  seven-ninths  from  the  contributions  of 
employers  and  employed,  arjd  as  to  two-ninths  from 
the  Treasury.  The  State  therefore  adds  12s.  4d.  per 
annum  in  the  case  of  men  and  lie.  2d.  in  the  case  of 
women.     The  next  question  is. 

What  Does  He  Receive? 

In  the  contract  he  is  promised,  not  only  all  necessary 
medicine  and  medical  attendance,  but  also  (1)  sickness 
benefit,  a  money  payment  during  incapacity  on  account 
of  illness  for  six  months  if  neces.sary  ;  (2)  disablement 
benefit,  a  money  payment  for  a  further  period  of  six 
months  if  incapacity  continues  ;  and  (3)  maternity  benefit. 
We  have  seen  that  the  insured  person  himself  pays 
21s.  8d.  per  annum.  Let  us  see  what  he  gets  for  it. 
From  the  Ministry  of  Health  reports  we  may  learn 
what  is  actually  paid  out  under  the  various  benefit  heads. 
By  taking  the  total  amounts  paid  and  dividing  them 
by  the  total  number  of  insured  persons  we  can  obtain 
figures  which  will  show  what  the  actual  benefits  cost 
for  each  person,  or,  in  other  words,  we  can  see  how 
each  person's  contribution  is  expended.  The  following 
figures  convey  in  round  numbers  some  idea  of  the 
relative  value  of  the  amounts  actually  disbursed  on 
behalf  of  the  average  insured  person  : — 

(1)  For  Medical  Benefit—  s.  d. 

(a)  Doctor   '.    9  0 

(b)  Chemist  2  3 

(2)  For  Sickness  Benefit  12  3 

(3)  For  Disablement  Benefit   4  9 

(4)  For  Maternity  Benefit   2  6 

Total  30  9 

The  insured  person,  therefore,  in  return  for  his  own 
contribution  of  21s.  8d.,  actually  receives  in  cash  or  in 
kind  benefits  to  the  value  of  30s.  9d.  each  year.  But 
something  in  addition  must  be  charged  against  the  total 
contribution  for  the  expenses  of  administering-  the 
various  provisions  of  the  Act~.  Continuing  our  calcula- 
tions, we  find  that  Insurance  Committees  cost  7d.  (they 
make  all  arrangements  for  the  provision  of  medical 
benefit)  ;  approved  societies  cost  4s.  5d.  (they  make 
arrangements  for  the  payment  of  all  cash  benefits,  and 
for  central  administration)  ;  the  Ministry  of  Health  costs 
Is.  6d.  per  annum  per  person.  These  sums  make  a  total 
of  6s.  6d.  There  are,  of  course,  other  expenses  and 
charges ;  and  if  in  any  year  the  claims  are  higher  (or 
cost  more)  than  the  figures  we  have  considered,  they 


are  still  met  in  full.  We  may  summarise  the  position 
thus  :  Every  year  there  is  put  into  the  box  £2  15s.  8d. 
for  each  male  insured  person  (employee  21s.  8d.,  employer 
21s.  8d.,  State  12s.  4d.).  The  average  amount  taken 
out  is  37s.  3d.  (benefits  30s.  9d.,  expenses  6s.  6d.). 
The  balance  remains  in  the  box  to  meet  future  claims, 
and  in  any  year  an  epidemic  may  largely  increase  the 
amounts  spent  in  benefits.  Moreover,  at  seventy  years 
of  age  all  contributions  cease,  but  insured  persons  still 
remain  entitled  to  medical  benefit.  The  number  of  old 
people  receiving  this  is  at  present  small,  as  the  Insurance 
scheme  is  comparatively  a  new  institution ;  in  future, 
however,  claims  of  this  nature  will  be  heavier  each  year, 
and  it  is  with  the  object  of  maintaining  the  Insurance 
funds  in  a  position  to  meet  all  claims  upon  them  that 
the  amount  of  £90,C00,C00  reserve  has  been  accumulated. 

Benefits  Secured 
There  are  to-day  nearly  15,000,000  insured  persona, 
for  whom  treatment  and  medicine  during  illness  and 
payment  during  incapacity  for  work  are  secured  by  their 
own  contributions  and  those  of  their  employers  and  the 
State.  The  State  has  carried  oi\t  its  contract  with 
the  insured  person.  On  behalf  of  doctors  and  chemists 
it  can  be  justly  claimed  that  the  terms  of  their  contracts 
with  the  Insurance  Committees  have  also  been  fulfilled. 
All  parties  to  the  scheme  admit  that,  generally  speaking, 
patients  are  now  better  served  than  they  were  in  the 
old  days  of  contract  club  practice.  Prior  to  1911, 
patients  could  not  have  secured  in  return  for  the  amount 
of  their  own  contribution  the  benefits  they  now  receive, 
and,  to  take  only  medical  benefit  into  account^  the 
amounts  now  paid  to  doctors  and  chemists  for  their 
services  under  the  Act  are  considerably  more  than  the 
insured  persons  themselves  could  have  affor^led  to  pay. 
The  passing  of  the  Insurance  Act  of  1911  was  a  legis- 
lative experiment.  The  scheme  was  bound  to  be  altered 
and  amended  as  a  result  of  actual  experience.  All  the 
ideals  of  its  promoters  have  not  been  realised ;  the 
working  of  the  machine  has  not  been  perfect ;  the  results 
have  not  always  been  beyond  criticism.  No  one,  howr 
ever,  on  behalf  of  insured  persons  would  press  for  the 
repeal  of  the  National  Insurance  Acts  or  the  abolition 
of  the  existing  scheme.  For,  with  all  its  faults,  its 
influence  and  results  have  been  good,  and  it  has  un- 
doubtedly effected  a  marked  improvement  in  the  general 
health  of  the  community. — ^Lector  (21/10)

Insecticide. — A  compound  for  destroying  worms  in 
furnitui'e.  consisting  of  a  mixture  of  naphthalene,  petro- 
leum, bitter  apple,  spirit  or  turps,  and  petrol.  (H.

Perylene. — A  process  for  tlie  manufacture  of  perylene 
by  distilling  a  mixture  of  /3-dinaphthol,  zinc  chloride, 
zinc  dust  and  water.  (Compagnie  Nationale  de  ilatieres 
Colorantes  et  de  Produits  Chimiques.  208,721.) 

Arsenical  Parasiticide. — A  preparation  for  the  destruc- 
tion of  animal  pests  attacking  plants,  obtained  by  pre- 
cipitating arsen  c  trisulphide,  in  the  presence  of  a  pro- 
tective colloid,  by  the  action  of  hydrogen  sulphide  on 
a  saturated  aqueous  solution  of  arsenious  oxide.  For  use 
the  colloidal  solution  is  diluted  so  as  to  contain  0.03  to 
0.05  per  cent,  of  arsenic  trisulphide.   (H.  Vogel.  222,268.) 

Phosphor-Casein  Preparation. — Milk  casein  is  digested 
in  a  solution  containing  sodium  carbonate,  sodium  bicar- 
bonate, pancreas,  or  trypsin,  and  toluene.  The  filtrate  is 
precipitated  with  a  lead  salt,  and  the  precipitate,  con- 
taining the  phosphorus  compounds,  is  treated  with 
sodium  carbonate,  and  then  with  alcohol,  to  separate  the 
organic  phosphorus  compounds  present  in  the  casein 
nucleus  in  a  pure  form.  (Society  of  Chemical  Industry  in 
Basle.  221,716.)

ENGLAND  AND  WALES 

Local  Reports 

Exeter. — A  meeting  of  the  Devon  Phai-maceutical  Com- 
mittee was  held  on  October  22,  Mr.  J.  E.  Calkin  pre- 
siding. The  report  of  the  Central  Checking  Bureau  for 
April  was  approved.  The  Secretary  reported  that  the 
Standing  Joint  Committee  had  decided  to  issue  instruc- 
tions to  chemists  and  practitioners  using  the  S.W. 
Formulary  concerning  preparations  with  methylated 
spirit,  and  to  inform  the  Ministry  of  Health  that  the 
necessary  substitution  of  rectified  spirit  for  methylated 
will  lead  to  increased  cost  of  prescribing.  Mr.  Clarke, 
Torquay,  was  co-opted  to  the  Committee  in  place  of  Mr. 
John  Taylor,  resigned,  and  deputies  were  added  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Services  Sub-Committee. 

Kent. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee,  on 
October  22,  the  Pharmaceutical  Service  Subcommittee 
reported  that  in  three  cases  the  Ministry  of  Health  had 
made  deductions  from  the  remuneration  of  panel  chemists. 
A  complaint  had  also  been  investigated  against  a  chemist, 
who,  it  was  alleged,  when  a  mixture  and  lint  was 
ordered  only  the  latter  was  supplied. 

Leamington. — The  Warwickshire  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee met  on  October  24,  Mr.  Hutton  in  the  chair.  The 
report  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Services  Subcommittee 
showed  that  twenty-eight  samples  had  been  taken  in 
the  area,  of  which  nineteen  had  been  correctly  dispensed. 
One  case  was  reported  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  be 
dealt  with  under  a  recommendation  from  the  Committee. 

London. — The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee was  held  on  October  23,  Mr.  J.  De  La  Rue  (chair- 
man) presiding.  The  Finance  Subcommittee  recommended 
payment  of  accounts  amounting  to  £197,871  Os.  6d. 
Advances  of  £695  and  £458  respectively  to  the  Panel 
Committee  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  for 
administrative  expenses  were  approved.  The  Pharmaceu- 
tical S-ervice  Subcommittee  reported  on  a  complaint  by 
an  insured  person  against  a  chemist  regarding  the  charge 
for  a  bottle.  The  Committee  stated  that  the  complainant 
had  paid  the  fee  for  a  12-oz.  bottle,  and  was  therefore 
entitled  on  being  supplied  with  an  8-oz.  bottle  to  the 
difference  in  the  amount  of  the  deposit.  They  had 
accepted  the  chemist's  explanation,  but  they  also  drew 
attention  to  the  necessity  for  care  being  exercised  to 
prevent  similar  mistakes  in  future.  A  complaint  with 
regard  to  the  manner  in  which  a  linctus  was  dispensed 
■was  investigated.  The  complainant,  on  noticing  a  fly  in 
the  bottle,  sent  his  son  back  to  the  chemist  with  a 
request  that  the  medicine  should  be  changed,  but  the 
chemist  refused.  The  Committee  considered  that  the 
chemist  would  have  been  well  advised  to  have  settled 
the  matter  amicably  by  dispensing  another  bottle  of 
medicine,  and  that  in  refusing  to  do  so  he  committed 
an  error  of  judgment.  A  question  was  raised  by  an 
insured  person  as  to  the  quantity  of  plaster  supplied 
by  a  firm  of  chemists.  The  chemists  admitted  that  on 
two  occasions  a  smaller  quantity  of  plaster  than  that 
ordered  was  supplied,  and  for  this  the  Committee  thought 
they  should  be  cautioned.  A  complaint  was  made  by  a 
doctor  on  behalf  of  a  patient.  He  alleged  that  instead 
of  8  oz.  of  mist,  ferri  et  arsen.  being  supplied,  a  bottle 
of  cough  mixture  was  given  her  in  error.  The  Com- 
mittee thought  that  the  chemist  should  be  cautioned.  An 
insured  person  complained  that  he  had  received  no  benefit 
from  a  mixture  supplied.  The  chemist  suggested  that 
the  insured  person  had  diluted  the  medicine  before 
forwarding  it  to  the  Committee.  As  an  analytical  chemist 
he  also  stated  that  it  was  not  possible  to  determine  quan- 
titatively the  correct  proportion  of  vin.  ipecac,  in  the 
mixture.  As  the  examination  of  the  medicine  was  maide 
by  a  reputable  analyst,  the  Subcommittee  had  no  reason 
to  doubt  its  accuracy,  and  found  that  the  prescription 
had  been  inaccurately  dispensed,  recommending  that  the 
chemist  be  cautioned.     The  attention  of  the  Committee 


had  been  drawTi  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  to 
the  dispensing  of  a  firm  of  chemists,  and  it  was  decided 
that  representations  be  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Health 
to  have  the  firm  in  question  removed  from  the  panel. 
As  the  superintendent  of  the  firm  had  resigned  and  the 
managing  director  apologised,  it  was  decided  by  the 
Committee  to  withdraw  the  representation,  but  the  sum 
of  £30  was  withheld  from  the  chemists.  The  Ministry 
had  directed  that  further  tests  should  be  made.  Eight 
samples  were  taken,  all  of  which  were  inaccurately  dis- 
pensed. The  Pharmaceutical  Committee,  in  forwarding 
the  results  of  the  analyses,  reported  that  in  their  opinion 
the  continuance  of  the  firm  on  the  list  of  persons  supply- 
ing drugs  and  appliances  would  be  prejudicial  to  the 
efficiency  of  the  pharmaceutical  service.  In  another  case 
four  test  prescriptions  were  taken,  which  showed  serious 
deficiencies.  They  also  mention  that  proceedings  were 
taken  by  a  Metropolitan  Borough  Council  against  the 
firm.  In  that  case  two  pi-escriptions  were  taken  to  the 
shop  and  dispensed.  On  analysis  it  was  found  that  a 
cough  mixture  (mistura  tussis)  contained  an  excess  of 
93.6  per  cent,  of  syr.  tolu.,  while  another  ingredient, 
aqua  chioroformi,  was  entirely  absent.  In  the  other 
case  (mistura  ferri  et  strychninae)  there  was  a  deficiency 
of  47.2  per  cent,  of  liquori  ferri  perchloridi.  The 
chemists  were  fined  £5  and  30s.  costs  in  each  case  on  each 
summons.  The  committee  considered  that  the  continuance 
of  the  firm  on  the  panel  would  be  prejudicial  to  the  phar- 
maceutical service.    The  various  reports  were  adopted. 

Northampton  The  Insurance  Committee  has  evolved  a 

scheme,  subject  to  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  for 
the  testing  of  Tnedicine  supplied  by  chemists  to  insured 
persons. 

Walsall. — In  1923  the  cost  of  drugs  and  appliances  sup- 
plied to  insured  persons  totalled  £4,726,  against  £5,014  in 
1922. 

Welsh  insurance  Committees. — At  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Association  of  Welsh  Insurance  Committees,  held 
recently  at  Coiwyn  Bay  (Denbighshire),  Dr.  Llewelyn 
Williams,  senior  medical  officer  of  the  Welsh  Board  of 
Health,  said  that  while  an  insured  person  is  entitled  to 
the  best  drugs,  he  strongly  protested  against  the  increas- 
ing use  of  drugs.  This  inordinate  love  of  physic 
by  the  British  public  seems  to  be  a  relic  of  the  days 
of  old  apothecaries.  The  only  way  to  overcome  the  evU 
was  to  educate  the  public.

British  Pharmaceutical  Gonfeiience 

The  Chairman,  in  reporting  on  the  Conference,  said 
there  was  one  difficulty  that  many  representatives  ex- 
perienced, namely,  that  while  the  delegates'  meetings 
were  in  progress,  the  science  section  was  also  meeting. 
It  would  be  a  distinct  improvement  if  the  two  sections; 
could  be  run  consecutively,  and  they  were  hoping  to  accom- 
plish this  when  the  Conference  visits  Glasgow  next  year. 
The  local  arrangements  and  the  social  side  of  the  Con- 
ference were  exceedingly  enjoyable,  and  they  were  greatly 
indebted  ta  the  pharmacists  of  Bath  and  district  who 
spared  no  effort  to  secure  their  comfort  and  enjoyment. 

Nomination  of  Examiners 

On  the  report  of  the  Committee  for  Nomination  of 
Exiaminers  the  following  resolution  was  unanimously 
adopted  : —

Divisional  Secretaries  for  1925 

It  was  reported  that  a  complete  list  of  Divisional 
Secretaries  had  been  prepared  for  appointment  by  the 
Council  for  1925. 

Local  Branches  in  Scotland 

It  was  reported  that  the  first  meeting  of  the  Aberdeen 
and  North  Eastern  Scottish  Branch  had  been  held  on 
October  15,  and  the  first  meeting  of  the  Glasgow  and 
South- Western  Scottish  Branch  on  October  16.  Other 
two  district  meetings  of  the  Glasgow  and  South-Western 
Branch  had  also  been  arranged  for  November  12  and  13. 
The  Dundee  and  East  and  Central  Scottish  Branch  was 
arranging  to  open  the  session  on  November  19 ;  the  Edin- 
burgh and  South-Eastern  Scottish  Branch  was  arrang-ing 
two  district  mee"tings  for  an  early  date.  The  Inverness 
and  Northern  Scottish  Branch  was  arranging  a  meeting 
for  November.  There  had  been  forwarded  to  all  the 
branches  a  copy  of  an  appeal  to  Parliamentary  candidates 
and  a  covering  letter  asking  branches  to  take  any  steps 
possible  to  secure  the  support  of  Parliamentary  candi- 
dates for  the  recommendations  of  the  Army  Council 
Special  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  employment 
of  pharmacists  in  the  Army. 

Evening  Meetings 

It  was  reported  that  it  had  been  arranged  that  the 
first  evening  meeting  of  the  session  of  scientific  meetings 
in  Edinburgh  should  be  held  on  November  21,  when  the 
Inaugural  Sessional  Address  will  be  given  by  J.  Lorrain 
Smith,  M.A.,  M.D.,  LL.D.,  F.R.S.,  Professor  of 
Pathology  and  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  in  the 
University  of  Edinburgh,  his  subject  being  "  How- 
Disease  is  Interpreted  from  Pathological  Observations." 

Edttcation  Committee 

Mr?  Arthur,  convener  of  the  Education  Committee, 
directed  attention  to  the  draft  Articles  of  Apprenticeship 
or  Pupilage.  On  a  reference  from  the  Council  a  shorter 
modified  form  had  been  prepared  by  the  Society's 
solicitors  in  Scotland.    The  resident  secretary  had  also 


prepared  a  shorter  form.  The  latter,  he  (Mr.  Arthur) 
thought,  was,  on  the  whole,  clearer  than  the  form  framed 
by  the  solicitor,  and  both  were  preferable  to  the  some- 
what involved  document  which  was  discussed  at  Bath. 
Without  coming  to  any  final  decision  it  was  agreed  to 
recommend  for  consideration  by  the  Council  the  form 
framed  by  the  resident  secretary  and  the  form  framed 
by  the  Society's  solicitors  in  Scotland. 

Mr.  Arthur  pointed  out  that  in  the  printed  list  of 
General  Knowledge  examinations  to  be  accepted  for 
registration  as  a  student  after  July  1926,  there  appeared 
to  be  included  under  the  Scottish  Education  Department 
only  the  Leaving  Certificate  examinations.  It  had  been 
agreed  that  the  Intermediate  Certificate  examination  of 
the  Scottish  Education  Department,  since  replaced  by 
the  Day  School  Certificate  (Higher),  should  be  taken  as 
the  minimum  requirement.  Further,  the  Preliminary 
examination  for  medical  students  of  the  Educational 
Institute  of  Scotland  was  included  in  the  list,  but  this 
was  now  on  the  same  standard  as  the  Preliminary  ex- 
amination for  science  and  higher  than  the  Intermediate 
Certificate.  It  was  understood  that  the  former  Pre- 
liminary examination  for  medical  students  on  a  standard 
equivalent  to  the  Intermediate  Certificate  would  also  be 
accepted  as  the  minimum  requirement.  It  was  agreed 
to  direct  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  this  matter 
again  for  consideration  in  adjustment  of  details  in  the 
list  of  General  Knowledge  examinations  to  be  accepted. 

Mr.  Arthur  indicated  that  after  July  1926  there  must 
be  a  distinct  separation  between  Part  I  and  Part  II  of 
the  examination,  and  a  student  must  complete  Part  I 
before  beginning  his  curriculum  for  Part  II.  This  im- 
provement had  been  anticipated  by  the  Royal  Technical 
College  in  Glasgow. 

Parliamentary  Committee 

With  regard  to  the  Town  Councils  (Scotland)  Bill, 
Public  Health  (Scotland)  Amendment  Bill,  and  Thera- 
peutic Substances  Bill,  Mr.  McVitae,  convener,  ex- 
plained that  the  Bills  had  not  passed  Parliament  prior 
to  the  dissolution,  and  consequently  would  require  to  be 
reintroduced  in  a  new  Parliament  when  opportunity  might 
again  arise  to  press  for  amendments.  Joint  action  with 
the  British  Medical  Association  is  contemplated  with  a  view 
to  removing  the  objections  raised  regarding  pyridine  as  a 
denaturant  in  mineralised  methylated  spirit.  The  Order  in 
Council  as  to  labelling  poisons  has  been  greatly  modified 
as  the  result  of  action  by  the  Council  of  the  Society,  but 
it  has  not  yet  been  promulgated.  The  attention  of  the 
Scottish  Board  of  Health  had  been  drawn  to  the  fact 
that  in  the  constitution  of  the  recently  appointed  De- 
partmental Committee  on  hospital  and  ancillary  services 
in  Scotland,  no  pharmacist  was  included,  although  phar- 
maceutical service  would  inevitably  arise  in  course  of 
the  Committee's  inquiry  and  recommendations.  A  reply 
had  been  received,  stating  that  the  suggestion  of  the 
Executive  had  been  submitted  for  consideration  to  the 
Scottish  Board  of  Health.  It  was  remitted  to  the 
Pai'liamentary  Committee  to  take  any  steps  necessary 
in  the  event  of  questions  arising  affecting  the  professional 
status  and  privileges  of  registered  chemists  in  the  investi- 
gations of  the  Royal  Commission.  Further  evidence  was 
submitted  as  to  the  extensive  sale  of  a  worthless  imitation 
of  lysol.  It  was  explained  that  the  matter  was  having 
close  attention  by  the  Council  of  the  Society.  It  was 
agreed  to  submit  the  facts  to  the  Scottish  Board  of 
Health  as  a  matter  affecting  public  welfare  and  a  danger 
to  public  health,  with  a  suggestion  that  the  Board  might 
co-operate  in  an  endeavour  to  secure  an  authoritative 
standard  for  lysol.  After  discussion,  on  the  motion  of 
Mr.  Dick,  seconded  by  Mr.  Jack,  the  following  resolution 
was  unanimously  adopted  with  a  view  to  being  sent  to 
the  Scottish  Press  : — 

"  That  the  evidence  submitted  to  the  Committee 
appointed  by  the  Army  Council  to  consider  the  employ- 
ment of  pharmacists  in  the  Army  furnished  overwhelming 
proof  that  during  the  war  the  dispensing  of  medicines  to 
the  troops  was  grosslj'  muddled,  untrained  men  quite  incom- 
petent for  such  duties  being  in  charge  of  the  dispensing  of 
potent  drugs  and  having  the  care  oE  vast  quantities  of 
expensive  medical  supplies  requiring  expert  handling,  while 
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biglily  skilled,  pharmacists  were  working  as  mere  porters 
in  the  dispensaries,  and  that  these  conditions  resulted  in 
a  scandalous  waste  of  men  and  material,  and  gravely 
imperilled  the  health  and  efficiency  of  the  armed  forces  of 
the  Crown.  That  the  Committee  unanimously  reported  to 
the  Army  Council  recommending  very  necessary  and 
urgently  needed  improvements  in  the  organisation  and 
status  of  pharmacists  in  the  dispensing  of  medicines  in 
peace-  and  war,  including  a  simple,  economical,  and  efficient 
method  of  forming  a  war  reserve  of  pharmacists  as  the 
numbers  presently  serving  in  the  R.A.M.C.  were  insufficient 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Expeditionary  Force  on 
mobilisation.  That  under  some  sinister  influence  the  War 
Office  not  only  turned  down  the  recommendations,  but 
suppressed  vital  parts  of  the  report  when  pressed  by  Parlia- 
ment to  publish  it.  That  the  recent  disclosure  of  the  facts 
clearly  indicates  something  radically  wrong  with  the  service. 
The  Executive,  therefore,  unanimously  support  the  appeal 
just  addressed  to  all  Parliarrientary  candidates  to  insist 
that  the  reforms  unanimously  recommended  should  be 
immediately  carried  out." 


Bi-anch  Meetings 

Eastbourne. — At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Eastbourne 
branch,  on  October  14,  Mr.  Walter  Price,  in  the  chair, 
proposed  that  the  officers  of  the  branch  coincide  with  the 
officers  of  the  Association.  Accordingly  Mrf  H.  C. 
Browne  was  re-elected  cha'irman  of  the  branch  and  Pre- 
sident of  the  Association  for  the  sixth  time  in  succession. 
The  secretary  was  also  re-elected.  Messrs.  H.  C.  Browne, 
W.  Price  and  the  hon.  secretary  were  appointed  to  the 
Dinner  Committee,  and  Messrs.  H.  C.  Browne,  Hunnisett, 
Offoi'd  and  the  secretary  to  the  Dance  Committee. 

Glasgow.— At  a  jiieeting  of  the  Glasgow  and  South- 
western Branch,  on  October  16,  Mr.  F.  Pilkington  Sar- 
geant  (President  of  the  Society)  addressed  a  large  gather- 
ing of  members.  Mr.  Sargeant  said  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  has  taken  up  the  cause  of  pharmacy  in  the 
Army.  It  seems  perfectly  obvious  that  men  in  the  Army 
should  have  as  good  service  in  the  Army  as  in  other 
stations,  and  the  fact  that  the  Army  is  about  to  set  up 
a  school  of  pharmacy  is  a  great  danger,  as  these  men 
who  have  studied  and  qualified  as  pharmacists  in  the 
Army  will  come  back  into  civil  life  and  ask  to  carry 
on  in  public  life.  They  have  from  Bloomsbury  Square 
sent  to  every  candidate  in  the  election  a  short  letter  on 
the  subject,  so  that  if  his  constituents  bother  him  about 
it,  he  will  be  aware  of  the  position.  The  keynote  of 
the  progress  of  pharmacy  is  education,  which  is  the 
foundation  of  the  existence  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
The  preliminary  examination  must  not  be  made  too  stift'; 
the  Council,  in  its  wisdom,  concluded  that  what  to  adopt 
was  something  after  the  school-leaving  certificate  stan- 
dard, and  he  suggested  that  at  the  branch  meetings  the 
point  of  registration  of  a  student  at  Bloomsbury  Square, 
as  soon  as  he  has  passed  his  examination,  should  be 
insisted  on.  The  foundation  of  such  a  profession  as 
pharmacy  must  be  pure  science,  and  the  sciences  which 
are  of  most  immediate  importance  are  chemistry,  botany 
and  physics.  Pharmacy  students  should  receive  the  same 
scientific  education  as  others,  and  should  join  with  other 
students  who  are  taking  those  subjects.  He  thought 
that  chemists  to-day  are  sacrificing  more  than  tliey  ever 
did  before  to  allow  time  off  for  the  apprentice  to  study. 
Taking  the  average  for  the  last  two  years,  the  average 
number  of  students  for  each  of  the  25  schools  recog- 
nised for  Part  II  was  23.  No  public  authority  could, 
or  would,  try  providing  classes  for  pharmacy  only,  on  a 
less  number  of  students  than  23.  After  July  1926  the 
curriculum  of  Part  II  will  not  be  allowed  to  be  com- 
menced until  the  student  has  passed  in  Part  I.  From 
July  1926  no  one  will  be  able  to  take  a  nine  months' 
course,  but  even  before  that  date  many  of  the  schools 
will  have  stopped  such  a  course.  The  Glasgow  Technical 
College  has  a  two  years'  course.  The  scientific  subjects 
should  precede,  and  must  precede,  the  technical  subjects 
if  the  pharmacist  is  to  receive  a  proper  education. 
Other  subjects  which  will  be  of  I'eal  use  will  he  intro- 
duced. Of  course,  one  says  what  is  the  use  of  graduat- 
ing highly  educated  men  if  we  have  no  posts  which 
ihey  can  take?  Why  establish  degrees  if  you  have  no 
posts  for  i^eople  who  take   degrees  to   accept?  These 


posts  are  coming  along  for  this  reason,  that  medical 
science  has  been  advancing  lately  very  rapidly.  It  is 
becoming  altogether  too  much  for  one  man  to  grasp  the 
whole  of  what  is  called  medical  practice  to-day.  1  feel 
.sure  that  medical  men  in  the  future  will  have  to  group. 
They  will  be  grouped  for  different  kinds  of  diseases. 
There  will  have  to  be  someone  who  will  require  to  have 
a  thorough  knowledge  of  pharmacy  work.  The  Phar- 
maceutical Society  has  a  Science  Committee,  concerning 
which  members  do  not  perhaps  hear  sufficient.  It  is 
a  wonderful  committee,  composed  of  members  of  the 
Council,  real  leaders  of  pharmacy  in  the  country.  For 
instance,  the  Railway  Clearing  House  requested  that 
poisons — liquid  weed-killers,  etc. — ought  to  be  coloured, 
and  the  request  was  sent  by  the  Privy  Council  to  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society,  who  put  the  Science  Committee  on  to 
the  colouring ;  this  type  of  work  the  Science  Committee 
does.  Then,  again,  in  1902  the  Belgian  Government 
invited  the  Society  to  send  representatives  to  discuss 
important  international  questions.  From  this  country 
there  were  only  two  representatives  present.  Sir  Donald 
McAllister  and  a  Government  official.  Another  confer- 
ence is  contemplated  in  the  near  future,  and  the  British 
Government  have  intimated  that  they  will  send  repre- 
sentatives, probably  three,  including  one  connected 
with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britatn.  He 
was  pleased  to  know  that  the  conference  is  to  be  held 
in  Glasgow.  At  the  c!ose  of  his  address  Mr.  Sargeant 
presented  the  Kinninmont  prize  to  the  successful  com- 
petitor, Miss  Bain. 

Lancaster. — The    La.ncaster  and  Kendal    Branch  held 
their  annual  meeting  at  the  King's  Arms  Hotel,  Lancas- 
ter, on  October  23,  the  gathering  being  jireceded  by  the 
business  meeting.    Mr.  G.  N.  M.  Birkett,  Kendal,  occu- 
pied the  chair.      Mr.  E.  H.  Simmons   (member  of  the 
Pharmaceutical    Council)    was    present.     The  secretary 
(Mr.  W.  A.  Smith),  of  Lancaster,  submitted  a  satisfac- 
tory   report,    and    mentioned    they    had  a  balance  of 
£15  5s.    3^d.      The   following   officers   were   elected : — ■ 
Ghairman,  Mr.  H.  Troughton.  Lancaster;  Secretary  and 
Treasurer,   Mr.   W.   A.    Smith,   Lancaster;  Committee, 
Messrs.  A.  C.  Bateson  (Kendal) ,  R.  Smalley  (Carnforth), 
A.     W.     Hankinson     (Grange-over-Sands) .     A.  Barker 
(Windermere),  A.  H.  Robertson,  A.  Bate,  J.  B.  Shattock 
(Lancaster)  ;   Auditors,   Messrs.   E.   Eastwood  and  W. 
Aked    (Lancaster).    The  secretary  reported  he  had  re- 
ceived a  letter  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  appealing 
for  greater  support  for  the  benevolent  fund.  Another 
letter  referred  to  the  organisation  of  examinations  for 
students,   but   it  was  felt  that  owing  to  the  scattered 
nature  of  the  district  a  course  was  hardly  feasible.  In 
another  communication  the  Society  appealed  for  support 
in   obtaining  recognition  of   pharmacists   in   the  Army. 
It  was  decided  to  leave  the  matter  with  the  Committee. 
Mr.  E.  H.  Simmons,  in  his  address,  thanked  them  for 
their  support  when  he  stood  for  the  Council.    He  stood 
because  he  Telt  the  North-western  area  ought  to  be  better 
represented  on  the  Council.    The  branch  system  seemed 
to   be  pretty  w-ell   established   throughout   the  country, 
and  there  were  only  now  two  areas  not  covered  by  the 
system,  and  they  were  in  a  worse  position  as  regards 
being  scattered.    The  increasing  membership  was  due  to 
increasing  local  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the  Society. 
He  did  not  know  whether  they  were  represented  at  the 
Bath  conference,  but  they  should  have  been.    The  ques- 
tion of  proprietary  medicines  was  discussed,  a  system  of 
control    advocated    for    obvious     "  quack  "  medicines. 
Another  point  raised  was  that  chemists  did  not  get  the 
same  protection  as    their  Continental    confreres  enjoyed. 
A  discussion  on  this  point  embraced  various  opinions,  and 
it  was  finally  decided  to  refer  the  matter  back  to  the 
Council   to  formulate   proposals,    and    submit  them  to 
every  branch.      As  youths  are  now  staying  longer  at 
school  and  passing  the  first  part  of  their  examination 
before   leaving   school    at   eighteen,     then   taking  their 
final   examination,   pharmacists   w'ere    thus    losing  the 
advantage  of  the  pupil's  services  during  the  initial  train- 
ing.   The  system  of  pupils  going  in  for  the  first  part 
of  the  examination  tended  to  flood  the  profession   to  its 
detriment.    He  advocated  a  stiffening  of  the  examina- 
tion to  restrict  the  entrance  of  unsatisfactory  pupils. 
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As  to  obtaining  recognition  by  the  Army,  the  Society 
had  compiled  information  from  its  members  who  served 
with  the  R.A.M.O.  during  the  war.  He  was  glad  they 
were  approaching  the  political  candidates,  as  they  could 
have  an  'influence  on  the  powers  that  be.  Adjourning  to 
the  dining  hall,  a  capital  repast  was  served  by  the  hosts. 
Mr.  G.  N.  M.  Birkett  proposed  "  The  Pharmaceutical 
Society,"  and  Mr.  Simmons,  whose  name  was  coupled 
with  the  toast,  responded.  Mr.  A.  H.  Robertson  pro- 
posed "  The  Visitors,"  and  Mr.  H.  J.  Lee  (wholesale) 
responded.  "  The  Ladies  "  was  submitted  by  Mr.  G. 
Middleton  (Allen  &  Hanburys) ,  and  Mrs.  Bate  replied. 
A  musical  programme  was  contributed  by  Messrs.  E. 
Ellis,  G.  Richardson  and  Miss  Floyd. 

Lowestoft. — At  a  meeting  of  Lowestoft  and  Yarmouth 
pharmacists,  on  October  22,  a  branch  of  the  Society  was 
formed,  Mr.  E.  Saville  Peck,  M.A.  (member  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council),  giving  an  address  on  the 
subject.  The  chairman  {Mr.  P.  E.  F.  Perredes)  having 
remarked  that  the  Yarmouth  members  were  not  present, 
through  being  engaged  in  political  business,  briefly  intro- 
duced Mr.  Peck,  who  expressed  his  pleasure  at  seeing 
Mr.  Perredes  in  the  chair.  Mr.  Peck  said  he  intended 
merely  to  throw  out  a  few  suggestions  which  they  could 
discuss  afterwards  amongst  themselves  and  decide  their 
future  action.  He  then  explained  the  branch  organisation 
scheme,  and  he  was  perfectly  certain  it  had  entirely 
justified  its  existence.  The  whole  country  was  divided 
up  into  areas  for  the  purpose,  and  the  East  Anglian 
headquarters  were  Norwich,  I,pswich,  Colchester  and 
Cambridge.  Lowestoft  and  Yarmouth  originally  belonged 
to  Norwich,  but  by  reason  of  railway  difficulties  had 
decided  to  form  a,  branch  of  their  own.  The  local 
branches  were  entirely  self-governed,  except  that  they 
adhered  to  certain  fundamental  principles.  They  elected 
a  chairman,  vice-chairman,  and  other  officers.  They  must 
hold  a  meeting  at  least  once  a  year  to  elect  the  officers 
and  to  appoint  a  delegate  to  the  annual  conference.  The 
delegate's  third-class  railway  fare  would  be  paid  by  the 
Society.  He  was  supposed  to  represent  the  views  of  his 
branch  upon  any  question  that  might  be  put  before  that 
conference.  At  the  first  conference,  in  1923,  apprentice- 
ship was  discussed,  and  it  was  decided  that  after  July 
1925  when  they  took  apprentices  there  must  be  a  definite 
agreement  between  master  and  apprentice.  Speaking  of 
education,  Mr.  Peck  said  that  in  Lowestoft  they  had 
succeeded  in  getting  the  secondary  school  authorities  to 
provide  for  tuition  in  chemistry,  physics  and  botany. 
The  local  branch  should  also  keep  a  fatherly  watch  over 
the  classes.  They  must  see  that  the  students  are  definitely 
registered  as  students  of  the  Society.  Another  work  of 
the  branch  was  to  assist  in  the  use  of  the  Codex — to  get 
into  touch  with  the  local  medical  men.  This  was  a 
distinct  business  asset.  There  were  very  few  practising 
physicians  in  Cambridge  without  a  copy  of  the  Codex. 
The  Society  protects  members  by  prosecuting  offenders 
against  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  and  it  was  up  to  the  branch 
to  put  any  case  of  infringement  before  the  Society.  Mr. 
Peck  also  spoke  at  some  length  on  the  Dangerous  Drugs 
Act  and  on  lysol.  The  Society  had  never  before  been  so 
strong.  They  had  11,550  members.  It  was  a  great 
Society.  When  he  was  made  a  member  of  the  Council 
he  had  no  idea  of  the  amount  of  work  he  would  have  to 
do.  It  was  u,p  to  them  to  make  the  Society  as  strong 
as  they  could.  The  chairman  remarked  that  they  had  had 
satisfactory  negotiations  with  the  medical  men  at 
Lowestoft  in  the  matter  of  the  Codex.  It  was  resolved 
to  form  a  branch,  with  the  title  of  the  Lowestoft  and 
Yarmouth  Branch.  The  following  appointments  were 
■ma,de  -.—O/i airman,  Mr.  P.  R.  Hill,  J. P..  Gorleston ;  Joitu 
Secretaries,  the  aeting  secretaries  of  the  two  local 
associations. 


Drttg  adbiction  statistics.— a  dispatch  from  Ottawa 
reports  that  there  are  now  over  9,000  drug  addicts  in 
Canada,  of  whom  1,800  are  in  Ontario.  It  is  added  that 
the  provinces  of  Nova  Scotia  and  Alberta  have  passed 
laws  providing  institutions  in  which  drug  addicts  can  b© 
detained  until  cured,  and  the  governments  of  Ontario  and 
MaaiTloba  are  to  introduce  legislation  along  the  same  lines. 


Retail  Pharmacists*  Union 

Bournemouth. — ^The  Bournemouth  Branch  held  an 
evening  meeting  on  October  17,  Mr.  H.  J.  Martin  in  the 
chair.  On  the  motion  of  Mr.  jPrancis  Rose,  tlie  meeting 
agreed  to  support  the  social  programme  of  the  local  branch 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  Mr.  Hubert  J.  Martin 
then  gave  a  brief  but  informative  address  on  the  Chemists' 
Mutual  Insurance  Company. 

Exeter. — A  meeting  of  the  Devon  Branch  was  held  on 
October  22,  Mr.  F.  E.  Battershill  (Chairman)  presiding. 
Mr.  J.  E.  French,  who  spoke  as  a  director  of  the 
Chemists'  Mutual  Insurance  Company,  Limited,  gave  an 
address  on  the  work  of  the  company.  Subsequently,  at 
the  request  of  the  chairman,  Mr.  French  spoke  on  the 
Union's  business  training  course,  for  which  he  said  over 
250  entrants  had  already  applied.  The  increasing 
attempts  by  certain  proprietary  firms  to  make  use  of 
the  schools  as  an  advertising  medium  were  discussed,  and 
a  resolution  was  passed  suggesting  to  the  Executive  that 
it  should  consider  whether  the  attention  of  the  Board 
of  Education  should  be  called  to  the  matter. 

Leamington.— The  Warwickshire  Branch  met  on  Octo- 
ber 24,  Mr.  Hutton  presiding,  when  the  secretary  reported 
that  action  had  been  taken  in  support  of  the  objection 
to  the  new  methylated  spirit.  A  list  of  printers  who 
would  be  pre.pared  to  supply  medical  labels  at  reasonable 
prices  was  subrnitted.  Further  action  in  regard  to  a 
proprietary  articles  trade  association  distinctive  mark 
was,  for  the  present,  abandoned.  A  letter  was  read  from 
the  R.P.U.  regretting  that  they  were  unable  to  allot  any 
sum  towards  branch  finance.  The  R.P.U.  is  to  issue  a 
warning  to  members  on  the  danger  of  supplying 
camphorated  oil  in  ordinary  medicine  bottles.  The 
expenses  of  the  branch  amounted  to  £4  5s.  6d.,  leaving 
a  balance  of  £1  9s.  Id.  in  hand,  and  it  was  resolved 
to  make  no  levy  on  members  this  year.  A  request  from 
the  Mutual  Insurance  Company  for  a  meeting  at  which 
a  director  could  address  members  was  considered,  and 
it  was  agreed  to  join  with  the  Birmingham  branch.  The 
small  sum  offered  by  manufacturers  of  proprietaries  for 
the  use  of  chemists'  windows  was  commented  on  by  one 
of  the  members  of  the  branch,  and  after  a  short  discussion 
the  secretary  was  instructed  to  place  the  matter  on  the 
agenda  for  the  next  meeting. 

Leicester.— A  meeting  of  the  local  Branch  was  held  on 
October  22,  to  which  the  Assistants'  Association  were 
invited.  Mr.  A.  E.  Young  spoke  on  the  utility  of  the 
"  Business  Training  Course  "  now  issued  by  the  parent 
body,  and  Mr.  Blockley  proposed  the  vote  of  thanks 
for  his  address.  Following  the  lecture,  the  distribution 
of  prizes  to  the  successful  competitors  in  the  local  window» 
dressing  competition  was  made  as  follows : — 1,  Mr.  A. 
Wyse,  83.6  per  cent.,  £3  and  challenge  cup;  2,  Mr.  W. 
Williamson,  82.2  per  cent.,  £2;  3,  Mr.  J.  L.  Langham, 
82  per  cent.,  £1.  Mr.  Williamson  allowed  himself  to  be 
penalised  10  per  cent.,  having  won  the  cup  on  a  previous 
occasion.  Details  were  read  out  of  an  alteration  in  future 
competitions :  Class  A,  for  previous  winners ;  Class  B, 
for  non-winners,  two  prizes  to  be  given  in  each  class. 
Challenge  cup  in  addition  to  winner  obtaining  highest 
percentage  of  marks  in  either  class ;  £1  prize  to  the 
competitor  sending  largest  number  of  entries  during  the 
year,  whether  winners  or  not.  The  first-prize  winner, 
Mr.  Wyse,  has  now  been  appointed  official  window- 
dresser  to  Needhams,  Ltd.

A  "  DOPE  "  TALE. — A  London  daily  paper  reports  the 
finding  of  "  a  small  phial  "  of  cocaine  in  a  cigar  ordered 
by  a  tourist  in  a  Paris  dance  hall.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that, 
like  the  butter  in  the  works  of  the  watch  in  "  Alice,"  it 
was  of  the  best  quality. 

Iodine  adulteration. — Heer  S.  L.  Langedijk,  in  Delft, 
reports  ("  Pharmaceutisch  Weekblad,"  October  25)  that 
a  consignment  of  "  pure  "  iodine,  purchased  for  pre- 
paring tincture  of  iodine,  was  found  to  contain  24  per 
cent,  of  potassium  permanganate. 
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Preservatives  in  Food 

The  main  conclusions  arrived  at  by  the  Departmental 
Committee  on  the  use  of  preservatives  and  colouring 
matters  in  food  were  mentioned  last  week,  but  the  differ- 
ences between  the  recommendations  of  this  committee 
and  those  in  the  report  of  1901  deserve  further  emphasis. 
The  following  tables  make  the  differences  clear  : — 


Report  of  1924 

1.  Preservatives  should  bo 
prohibited  in  all  articles  of 
food  and  drink  offered  or 
exposed  for  sale,  whether 
manufactured  in  this  coun- 
try or  imported,  except 
that— 

(A)  Sulphur  dioxide  only 
should  be  permitted^ 

(i)  in  sausages  in  amovuils 
not  exceeding  3  grains  per 
pound ; 

(il)  in  jam  in  amounts  not 
exceeding  0.3  grain  per 
pound  ; 

(iii)  in  dried  fruit  in 
amounts  not  exceeding  7 
grains  per  pound  ; 

(iv)  in  preserved  (but  not 
dried)  whole  fruit  or  fruit 
pulp  in  amounts  not  ex- 
ceeding 5  grains  per  pound  ; 

(v)  in  beer  and  cider 
whether  in  bottle  or  in  cask 
in  amounts  not  exceeding  5 
grains   per  gallon  ; 

(vi)  in  alcoholic  wines, 
non-alcoholic  wines  and  cor- 
dials, and  fruit  juices, 
sweetened  and  unsweetened, 
in  amounts  not  exceeding  3 
grains  per  pint; 

(B)  Benzoic  acid  only 
should  be  permitted — 

(i)  in  coffee  extract  in 
amounts  not  exceeding  3 
grains  per  pound  ; 

(ii)  in  non-alcoholic  wines 
and  cordials,  and  sweetened 
and  •  vmsweetened  fruit 
juices  (as  an  alternative  to 
sulphur  dioxide)  in  amounts 
not  exceeding  5  grains  per 
pint ; 

(iii)  in  sweetened  mineral 
waters  and  in  brewed  ginger 
beer  in  amounts  not  exceed- 
ing 1  grain  per  pint. 

2.  The  sale  of  any  pre- 
paration as  a  food  preserva- 
tive or  for  use  in  such  cir- 
cumstances that  it  may  bo 
introduced  into  food  should 
be  declared  illegal  unless 
such  preparation — 

(a)  bears  a  description 
clearly  indicating  its  com- 
position and  strength  ; 

(6)  is  free  from  impurities 
and  in  particular  contains 
not  moi'e  than  ,-r,otli  part  of 
1  grain  of  arsenic  per  pound 
or  more  than  }ih  part  of 
1  grain  of  lead  per  pound. 

The  employment  of  a 
copper  salt  to  colour  or  pre- 
serve the  colour  of  peas  and 
other  vegetables  should  be 
prohibited. 

It  will  be  observed  tfiat  salicylic  acid  and  boric  acid 
are  now  out  of  favour,  and  that  the  new  suitors  for 
oiRcial  recognition  are  sulphur  dioxide  and  benzoic  acid. 
The  report  states  (Section  27)  that  the  "  preservat'ives  " 
referred  to  by  the  committee  do  not  include  salt,  salt- 
petre, sugar,  vinegar,  acetic  acid,  alcohol  and  spicee,  or 

smoking  "  products. 


Report  of  1901 
(a)  That  the  use  of  for- 
maldehyde or  foi'malin,  or 
preparations  thereof  in 
foods  or  drinks  be  abso- 
lutely prohibited,  and  that 
salicylic  acid  bo  not  used  in 
a  greater  proportion  than 
1  grain  per  pint  in  liquid 
food  and  1  grain  per  pound 
in  solid  food.  Its  pi'esence 
in  all  cases  to  be  declared. 

(6)  That  the  use  of  any 
preservative  or  colouring 
matter  whatever  in  milk 
offered  for  sale  in  the 
United  Kingdom  be  consti- 
tuted an  offence  under  the 
Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts. 

(c)  That  the  only  pre- 
servative which  it  shall  be 
lawful  to  use  in  cream  be 
boric  acid  or  rnixtureis  of 
boric  acid  and  borax,  and 
in    amount    not  exceeding 

•0.25  per  cent,  expressed  as 
boric  acid.  The  amount  of 
such  preservative  to  be  noti- 
fied by  a  label  on  the  vessel. 

(d)  That  the  only  pre- 
servative permitted  to  be 
used  in  butter  and  mar- 
garine be  boric  acid  or  mix- 
tures of  boric  acid  and 
borax,  to  be  used  in  pro- 
portions not  exceeding  0.5 
per  cent,  expressed  as  Ijoric 
acid. 

(e)  That  in  the  case  of  all 
dietetic  preparations  in- 
tended for  the  u.se  of  in- 
valids or  infants  chemical 
preservatives  of  all  kinds  be 
prohibited. 

(/)  That  the  use  of  copper 
salts  in  the  so-called  green- 
ing of  preserved  foods  be 
prohibited.

We  gather  from  the 
editor's  statement  that  the  work  is  written  by  medical 
men  and  that  a  pharmacist  has  checked  the  prescriptions 
to  guard  against  errors  and  mistakes  in  printing.  If 
is  a  work  on  medicine  which  will  be  appreciated  by 
chemists,  from  whom  we  often  receive  requests  for  a 
book  covering  a  wide  range  of  medical  and  surgical 
questions.

Each  local  association  might  approach  their  local 
paper,  contract  for  a  fair-sized  space,  and  run  their 
own  advertisements — which,  if  the  number  of  members 
was  about  twenty,  would  cost  them  only  Is.  a  week  each.

Last  Week's  Instalment 

of  your  Commercial  Compendium  in- 
cluded several  articles  of  particular  interest  to  me.  These 
are  not  always  the  most  important  commercially,  but  it 
is  an  agreeable  characteristic  of  your  Compendium  that 
it  is  not  too  exclusively  commercial ;  you  occasionally 
open  vistas  into  other  and  wider  regions — and,  indeed,  it 
is  the  glory  of  our  calling  that  it  will  not  let  us  be 
merely  men  of  business.  You  touch  but  lightly  on  the 
provenance  of  asafetida,  but  it  is  enough.  This  drug 
gives  both  Pereira  and  Fliickiger  and  Hanbury  occasion 
for  one  of  their  most  interesting  articles,  and  the  former 
breaks  out  into  a  woodcut  illustration  of  the  mode  of 
extracting  the  gum.  They  both  leave  it  uncertain  whether 
our  asafetida  is  the  "  laser  "  of  the  ancients,  the  "  suecus 
Cyi'enaicus,"  which  came  from  the  country  indicated  in 
that  name.  The  truth  would  seem  to  be  that  it  was 
introduced  as  a  substitute  when  the  supply  of  that 
failed,  and  passed  for  a  while  under  its  name.  In 
the  Alphita  Glossary  it  appears  as  "  Asar  lazarum,"  and 
in  the  Sinonoma  Bartholomod  (works  compiled  from  very 
old  sources,  the  former  mainly,  it  is  believed,  from  the 
Antidotarium  of  Nicolaus  Salernitanus)  as  "  Lasar,  i. 
asafoetida."  The  name  is  a  Latinised  version  of  the 
Persian  "  aza,"  mastic,  with  the  addition  of  "  foetida." 
Benzoin  was  sometimes  called  "  asa  dulcis  "  :  thus 
Avicenna  (quoted  by  Pereira)  :  "  There  are  two  kinds 
of  asset,  one  fetid,  the  other  odoriferous."  The  German 
name  for  the  former  supplied  Carlyle  with  a  name  for 
the  hero  of  "  Sartor  Eesartus."  One  of  the  earliest 
mentions  of  the  drug  noted  in  "  Pharmacographia  "  is 
!in  the  "  Circa  instans,"  in  the  second  half  of  the  twelfth 
century.    Your  articles  on 

Arsenic 

recall  the  account  given  of  its  production  by  the 
late  Baring-Gould  in  his  delightful'  "  Book  of  Cornwall," 
of  which  a  fourth  edition  has  recently  appeared.  The 
arsenic  works  he  describes  are  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Calstock,  near  the  Devon  border,  which,  he  says,  produce 
about  150  tons  of  arsenious  acid  a  month.  It  is  obtained 
by  calcination  from  the  mundic  or  mispickel  found  with 
copper  and  tin  ores,  and  formerly  thrown  away  as  useless. 
The  word  "  mundic  "  is  interesting  if  it  is,  as  is  con- 
jectured, derived  from  the  Celtic  "  maen  teg  "  (pretty 
stone);  "mispickel"  is  German,  but  of  obscure  origin. 
It  is  curious  that  Baring-Gould,  a  professed  philologist, 
says  nothing  of  these  derivations.  The  work  of  obtaining 
arsenious  acid  from  the  ore  is  extremely  dangerous,  not 
so  much,  apparently,  <m  account  of  the  arsenic  as  of 
the  sulphurous  acid  which  is  given  off  in  the  process. 
There  is,  however,  a  special  danger  of  arsenical  poisoning 
in  scraping  out  the  apparatus,  and  it  is  not  strange  that 
in  spite  of  all  precautions  the  employees  are  as  a  rule 
short-lived.  Diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  are  said 
also  to  be  very  common  in  the  surrounding  district,  and 
great  damage  is  done  to  vegetation.    The  article  on 

Local  Associations 

has  a  more,  immediate  interest.  It  will 
be  news  to  many  of  your  readers  that  at  least  one  of 
these,  that  of  Aberdeen,  is  older  than  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  itself.  This  is  an  honourable  distinction 
for  the  Granite  City,  but  there  is  no  need  to  crack  up 
Aberdeen.  I  confess  I  had  not  realised  the  somewhat 
sinister  fact  that  the  Society's  "  organisation  "  scheme 
followed  so  close  upon  the  depression  of  the  fortunes 
of  the  Associations  caused  by  the  war.  You  say,  "  full 
working  had  scarcely  been  resumed  "  when  the  conversion 
of  these  associations  into  branches  began  under  pressure 
"  from  influential  quarters."  It  is  mildly  put.  The 
Society,  with  an  alacrity  not  often  displayed  in  what 
most  of  us  regard  as  more  important  matters,  took 
occasion  by  the  forelock.  The  difficulties  under  which 
the  associations  were  still  labouring  gave  it  an  oppor- 
tunity, and  it  was  seized.    It  was  smartly  done.

{sic)  on  the  pharmacy  pot,  which  puzzles  your  corre- 
spondent, "  C.  J.  J.,"  probably  stands  for  "  Pilulae 
Pestilentiales  Avicennee,  sen  communes  "  of  the  Augustan 
Dispensatory.  They  are  from  a  prescription  of  Avicenna's 
in  imitation  of  pilulse  rufi,  from  which  they  differ  only 
in  having  a  larger  proportion  of  saffron.  The  formula 
is  :  Aloes,  ;  myrrh  and  saffron,  of  each,  3ss.  Origin- 
ally this  was  a  powder  intended  to  be  taken  in  draughts, 
but  the  mixture  was  so  nauseous  that  our  college  directed 
it  to  be  massed  with  canary  wine  or  lemon  juice  and 
taken  in  pills.  Probably  it  was  kept  in  species  and 
massed  as  required.  It  was  very  largely  used,  and 
there  were  several  more  composite  preparations  based 
upon  it,  which,  however,  says  my  authority,  "  rather 
spoil  than  mend  it."  The  conserves  of  hips  and  sloes 
were  made  with  three  parts  of  the  pulp  of  the  fruit 
and  five  parts  of  sugar.  The  latter  did  not  long  retain 
a  place  in  regular  practice,  being  apt,  like  all  the  con- 
serves, either  to  turn  dry  or  run  as  thin  as  syrup  and 
ferment.  Conserve  of  hips,  however,  was  in  use  as  a 
favourite  excipient  for  pills  in  my  youth.  Its  name 
was  changed  from  cons,  cynosbati  to  oonf.  rosas  caninsa 
in  1809. 

Mr.  Antcliife's  Interesting  Review 

of  the  history  of  phar- 
maceutical legislation  in  1868  and  1908  was  as  full  as 
possible  in  the  time  at  his  disposal,  but  I  should  like 
to  supplement  it  in  one  particular.  After  an  agreement 
between  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the  United 
Society  had  been  formally  arrived  at,  and  the  Parlia- 
mentary Committee  of  the  former  had  begun  to  take 
steps  for  the  introduction  of  the  agreed  Bill  into  Parlia- 
ment, a  party  of  reactionary  pharmaceutical  chemists 
endeavoured  to  upset  the  agreement  on  the  ground  of 
the  injustice  to  them  of  admitting  mere  chemists  and 
drugg  sts  to  membership  of  the  Society.  This  attempt 
was  countered  by  a  strong  letter  in  support  of  the 
agreement,  signed  by  twenty-four  examined  pharmaceu- 
tical chemists,  with  the  result  that  a  special  meeting  of 
the  Society  was  called,  at  which  the  agreement '  was 
upheld,  and  the  Bill,  which  ultimately  became  the  Act 
of  1868,  was  proceeded  with.  Of  the  twenty-four  men 
who  thus  in  all  probability  saved  the  situation  one  at 
least  still  survives.  Dr.  Charles  Symes,  the  success  of 
whose  youngest  daughter  at  Oxford,  just  announced,  will 
bring  him  congratulations  from  all  pharmacists.  Are 
there  any  others  left  ? 

A  Little  Irony, 

surely,  may  be  detected  in  what  Dr.  Jane 
Walker  says  of  American  as  contrasted  with  English 
education.  The  American  student  "  strangely  docile  in 
mind"?  The  American  youth  "not  rebellious,"  their 
"  thinking  conventional,"  and  "  things  have  always  been, 
too  easy  and  sheltered  for  them"?  Well,  if  this  _  is 
so  I  must  scrap  all  my  supposed  acquaintance  with 
America,  gaiined  by  mucla  reading  of  travel  books  and 
American  works  of  fiction.  I  take  up  the  first  of  th& 
latter  kind  that  comes  to  hand,  and  it  opens  at  this. 
A  father  is  speaking  to  his  rebellious  son  :  "  Nonsense! 
Get  as  much,  studying  at  home.  You  don't  think  a 
fellow  learns  any  more  because  he  blows  in  his  father's 
hard-earned  money  and  sits  around  in  Morris  chairs  in 
a  swell  Harvard  dormitory  with  pictures  and  shields  and 
table-covers  and  those  doodads,  do  you?  I  tell  you,  I'm 
a  college  man — I  know!  "  He  doesn't  want  "to  get  a 
lot  of  fellows  out  of  barber  shops  into  the  professions 
(he  is  a  house-agent  himself).  They  are  too  crowded 
now,  and  what  shall  we  do  for  worltmen  if  those  fellows 
go  and  get  educated?  "  Education,  he  admits,  has  paid 
him.  "  I've  found  it  a  mighty  fine  thing  to  be  able  to 
say  you're  a  B.A.  Some  client  who  doesn't  know  what 
you  are  and  thinks  you're  just  a  plug  business  man,  he 
gets  to  shooting  off  his  mouth  about  economics  or  litera- 
ture .  .  .  and  you  just  ease  in  something  like,  '  When  I 
was  at  college,'  etc.  .  .  .

Editorial  Articles 

Sick -Room  Spirit 

We  continue  to  receive  inquiries  regarding  the  possibility 
of  obtaining  methylated  spirits  free  of  pyridine,  and  the 
Board  of  Customs  and  Excise  inform  us  that  the  matter 
is  being  attended  to  and  that  a  etatement  will  be  issued 
soon.  The  ditRculty  in  a  matter  of  this  kind  is  that 
so  many  conflicting  interests  have  to  be  met  and  reports 
from  various  departments  have  to  be  considered  by  the 
Commissioners  before  anything  definite  can  be  made 
public.    In  the  meantime  the  public,  especially  those  who 
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are  unfortunately  bedridden,  are  suffering  either  from 
the  use  of  pyridinised  spirit  or  from  the  deprivation 
of  the  use  of  a  suitable  preventive  of  bed-sores.  The 
problem  does  not  concern  hospitals  and  infirmaries  which 
are  able  to  obtain  industrial  spirits  without  difficulty, 
this  spirit  being  employed  extensively  for  bathing  the 
skin  of  fever  patients  or .  of  those  persons  threatened 
with  bed  sores  as  the  result  of  prolonged  periods  spent 
in  bed.    The  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise  have  already 
granted  to  chemists  permission  to  make  bed-sore  spirit 
with  industrial  spirits,  but  the  department  is  not  in  a 
position  to  disclose  the  nature  of  the  denaturants.  The 
Government  chemist  is  working  at  the  problem,  and  we 
hope  that  some  definite  guidance  will  be  given  in  the 
official  statement.   It  will  be  remembered  that  many  years 
ago  the  C.  <£•  D.  worked  out  the  problem  of  denaturants 
to  employ  in  hair  washes  made  with  industrial  spirits, 
and  we  have  a  good  collection  of  recipes  made  according 
to  our  suggestions,  which  have  been  sanctioned  by  the 
Board.     Special  permission  must  be  obtained  by  each 
chemist  for  each  recipe,  and  in  the  course  of  years  many 
chemists  have  reciprocated  by  telling  us  when  our  sugges- 
tions have  been  accepted  by  the  Board.     The  difficulty 
which  arises  is  that  denaturants  suited  for  use  in  toilet 
articles  are  not  applicable  where  specially  tender  skin 
ie  concerned^  as  in  cases  of  threatened  bed-sores.  The 
denaturants    most    frequently    employed     are  quassia 
extract  and  saponin,  which  were  first  worked  out  for  this 
purpose  in  the  C.  cC'  D.     Quinine,  soap,  and  ammonia 
are  also  _  other  C.    dC-  D.   suggestions   frequently  acted 
upon.     None  of  these  denaturants,  however,  is  suitable 
for  use  on  tender  skin,  but  we  think  that  castor  oil 
(which  is  soluble  in  spirit),  liq.  plumbi,  liq.  carbonis,  or 
lead  oleate  might  be  found  of  value,  combining  as  they 
would  a  soothing  effect  with  the  denaturant.   The  propor- 
tion of  castor  oil  should  be  as  small  as  possible,  but 
we  see  that  the  Board  have  sanctioned  a  brilliantine 
containing  ^  oz.    of   castor  oil  in  a  pint,   so  that  it 
seems   to  be   a    suitable    denaturant.       We   shall  be 
glad  if  chemists  will  let  us  have  their  ideas  on  the 
subject,  and    if    possible  get  the    preparation  tested 
practically.    It  might  be  best  to  submit  formulas  to  the 
Board  of  Customs  and  Excise  constructed  on  these  lines, 
eo  that  permission  may  be  obtained  to  purchase  industrial 
spirits,  and  further  experience  will  suggest  improvements 
in  the  recipe.    The  question  of  a  general  permit  to  sell 
industrial  spirit  suitably  denatured  for  sick-room  purposes 
is  being  raised,  but  the  view  of  the  Department  appears 
to  be  that  the  difficulties  are  insuperable.   It  is  a  question 
whether  the  substitution  of  carbolic  acid  for  pyridine 
■would  make  methylated  spirits  unobjectionable    as  a 
bed-sore  application.       Possibly  if  the    carbolic  acid 
were  reduced  to  the  smallest  possible  limits  it  would 
be  less  objectionable  than  crude  pyridine,  and  its  anti- 
septic effect  might  be  an  advantage.     Here  again  the 
authorities   would   perhaps   insist   upon   crude  carbolic 
acid  being  used,  which  would  be    as    objectionable  an 
addition  as  the  one  it  is  desired  to  replace.      A  recent 
complaint  we  received  was  that  in  ear  drops  containing 
hydrogen  peroxide  and  methylated  spirits,  not  only  was 
the  pyridine  unsuitable  for  introducing  into  the  ears,  but 
the  colour  is  also  objectionable,  as  patients  do  not  want 
methylated  spirit  put  into  their  ears,  especially  a-s  when 
similar  guttse  are  obtained  from  the  hospital  coloured 
spirit  is  not  used.     Reverting  to  the  question  of  bed- 
sore spirit,  there  is  the  matter  of  liability  to  medicine- 
stamp  duty  to  consider,  but  as  chemists  have  the  privilege 
of  selling  "  known,  admitted  and  approved  "  remedies 
unstamped  this  is  no  hardship.    If,  on  the  other  hand, 
a  secret  remedy   for  bed-sores  is  put  forth  then  the 
medicine  duty  must  be  paid.     A  non-liable  label  would 
perhaps  meet  the  case  if  it  is  not  desired  to  make  dis- 
closure of  the  composition,  but  this  would  involve  vague- 
ness in  the  descriptive  matter  on  the  label,  which  is 
inadvisable  in  preparations  to  be  used  in  the  sick  room. 


As  Others  See  Us 

An  inter isting  account  of  the  impressions  of  a  Swiss 
visitor  to  the  British  Empire  Exhibition  is  given  in  an 
article  entitled  "  Chemistry  and  Pharmacy  at  Wembley," 
by  Herr  F.  Bloch,  in  the  "  Schweizerische  Apotheker- 
Zeitung  "  of  October  25.    In  describing  the  exhibits  in 
the  chemical  section  in  the  Palace  of  Industry,  Herr 
Bloch  says  :  "  The  manufacture  of  pharmaceutical  pro- 
ducts keeps  within  more  rnodest  limits,  although  Boots 
Chemists,    proud    of    owning    700    branch  pharmacies 
throughout  England,  draw  attention  to  their  large  factory 
in  Nottingham,  in  which,  inter  alia,  saccharin,  salvarsan, 
dyestuffs,  synthetic  perfumes,  and,  since  last  year,  in- 
sulin, are  manufactured.    The  way  in  which  this  firm 
demonstrates  the  preparation  of  saccharin,  aspirin  and 
proflavin  by  means  of  handsome  models  is  an  effective 
method  of  popular  education.    Since  the  war,  aspirin  is 
no  longer  trade-marked  in  Great  Britain,  and  is  now 
manufactured  by  at  least  fifteen  firms,  including  Howards 
&  Sons,  Ltd.,  whose  standard  preparations  of  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia    are    shown    in    a    tastefully  arranged 
pavilion ;  Kirby,  the  English  licence-holder  for  purgen ; 
and  by  the  highly  esteemed  firm  of  May  &  Baker,  Ltd. 
The  last-named  also  exhibits,  inter  alia,  its  bismuth  salts 
and  iodine  preparations,  which  are  largely  used  in  Switz- 
erland; on  the  other  ,  hand,  its  synthetic  products,  such 
as    novarsenobillon     (ealvarsan     substitute),  planadalin 
(adaMn    substitute),    soneryl    (butylethylbarbituric  acid, 
i.e.,  a  hypnotic  of  the  veronal  type),  are  scarcely  likely 
to  find  an  important  market  in  Switzerland.  Burroughs 
Wellcome  &  Co.   exhibit  their  photographic  chemicals, 
tablets,  alkaloids  and  other  fine  chemicals,  also  insulin, 
in  handsome  and  well-finished  packages.    Almost  on  a 
par  is  the  exhibit  of  British  Drug  Houses,  Ltd.,  a  firm 
which  is  less  known  on  the  Continent."    The  writer  then 
deals    with    disinfectants   and  perfumes,    the  scientific 
section,  "  a  visit  to  which  is  richly  rewarded,  and  where 
the   scope  of  serious  research  work  carried  on  at  the 
universities  is  beautifully  and   interestingly  presented, 
while  an  amiable  delegate  of  the  universities  is  always 
ready  to  supply  exhaustive  explanations  to  the  curious." 
Chemistry  and  pharmacy  are,   however,  by  no  means 
exhausted.,  he  proceeds,  on  leaving  the  chemical  section, 
since  the  pharmacist  will  find  something  of  interest  in 
almost  every  one  of  the  colonial  palaces.    After  briefly 
reviewing  the  exhibits  of  pharmaceutical  interest  shown 
by    Newfoundland,    Australia,    Malay,    India,  Ceylon, 
Cyprus  and   Canada,    Herr   Bloch   expresses   the  view 
that,  "  without  doubt,  His  Majesty's  Government  Build- 
ing forms  the  culminating  point  of  a  visit  to  the  exhibi- 
tion," and  gives  a  glowing  account  of  the  exhibits  of 
the  ^Ministry  of  Health,  the  Royal  Botanic  Gardens,  Kew, 
the  Imperial  Institute,  and  the  Royal  Society.    In  regard 
to  the  exhibits  shown  by  the  Royal  Society,  he  writes: 
"  The  discovery  of  electrons  by  means  of  Crookes'  tube, 
the  immortal  researches  of  Sir  E.  Rutherford  on  radio- 
activity, of  Fowler  on  the  structure  of  the  atom  and 
on  spectroscopy,  of  Faraday  on  electro-chemistry,  the 
first  Wheatstone  bridge,  the  original  model  of  the  electric 
lamp,  Bell's  telephone,  etc.,  will  demonstrate  even  to  the 
most  apathetic  visitor  what  chemistry  and  physics  owe 
to   British   genius."    In   conclusion,    Herr   Bloch  sum- 
marises his  impressions  of  the  British  Empire  Exhibition 
as  follows  : — (1)  Great  Britain  is  one  of  the  leading 
countries  of  the  world  for  the  supply  of  heavy  chemicals 
and  raw  materials.    (2)  The  production  of  fine  chemicals, 
dyestuffs,  etc.,  is  important  and  many-sided,  and  there 
is  an  unmistakable  endeavour  to  raise  the  standard  in 
accordance  with  the  German  example.    (3)  Retail  phar- 
macy is  decidedly  commercial. 
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The  Turpentine  Market 

Since  the  position  was  flealt  with  in  our  issue  of  August 
9  (p.  231),  the  market  has  shown  a  spasmodic  resistance 
to  the  renewed  sagging  of  prices  within  the  last  two 
months.  The  London  spot  price  at  the  above  date  was 
then  around  65s.  per  cwt.,  and  a  certain  amount  of  for- 
ward support  caused  a  premium  of  over  3s.  per  cwt.  for 
contracts  covering  the  first  four  months  of  next  year. 
There  was  at  one  period  a  recovery  of  a  few  shillings 
from  that  quotation,  but  the  market  since  has  been  put 
to  a,  severe  test  in  face  of  unsettled  and  dull  trade  con- 
ditions in  the  United  States  and  the  materially  increased 
movement  of  supplies  to  this  side.  Towards  the  close  of 
last  week,  prices  gave  way  again  down  to  58s.  3d. — a  new 
lo'W  record  for  the  year.  The  market  since  has 
had  moderate  fluctuations.  At  the  moment,  the 
outlook  is  still  obscure  and  market  prospscts  pre- 
judiced by  the  much  increased  u&e  of  the  subs'titute 
"  v/hite  spirit,"  the  cost  of  which  is  very  low  as  compared 
with  even  the  present  red"nced  value  of  turpentine.  The 
fact,  however,  must  not  be  overlooked  that  the  general 
statistical  position  of  turpentine  has  been  towards  im- 
provement within  the  past  month  or  so.'  Towards  the 
middle  of  September  the  London  visible  supply 
amounted  to  well  over  45,000  barrels,  which,  com- 
bined with  the  total  American  visible  supply,  made 
an  aggregate  of  roughly  90,000  barrels.  The  London 
warehouse  stocks  in  the  earlier  part  of  this  month 
were  increased  to  over  38,000  barrels,  but  now  look 
like  being  gradually  reduced,  while  the  London  visible 
supply  has  since  diminished  to  under  40,000  barrels. 
Small  additions  may  possibly  again  be  made  to 
the  stocks  here  in  the  near  future,  due  to 
prospective  further  good  shipments  at  the  expense  of  the 
American  surplus,  but  there  is  little  doubt  that  decidedly 
stronger  statistical  conditions  will  be  experienced  from 
now  onward  on  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic.  Recent 
American  cable  advices  stated  that  the  receipts  in  the 
south  have  already  fallen  off  to  a  notable  extent,  partly 
on  account  of  the  rather  serious  handicap  to  the  industry 
in  consequence  of  considerable  damage  done  by  the  recent 
storms  in  the  south.  The  completion  of  the  gum  harvest 
has  been  badly  interfered  with,  and  this  will  doubtless 
result  in  the  yield  turning  out  less  than  had  been  gener- 
ally anticipated.  We  give  below  the  returns  of  the  total 
supplies  accounted  for  during  the  last  two  years,  and 
for  the  first  nine  months  of  this  year  : —

While  the  total  imports  for  1921  represented  only  15,424 
tons,  there  has  since  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  move- 
ment of  supplies  ;  the  aggregate  for  the  current  year  may 
easily  exceed  25,000  tons  and  thus  prove  the  largest 
recorded  since  1915,  when  our  imports  were  as  much  as 
26,475  tons.  The  quantities  drawn  from  France  this 
year  will  probably  be  very  small,  or  a  good  deal  under 
those  received  for  several  years  past.  The  London  de- 
liveries so  far  this  year  have  been  well  in  excess  of  the 
corresponding  period  last  year,  which  is  indicative  of 
the  improved  home  consumption  at  the  lower  range  of 
prices  recorded.  Very  wide  fluctuations  have  been  seen 
since  1920,  when  the  two  extreme  points  touched  for 
spot  delivery  were  lOOs.  and  246s.  6d.  per  cwt.  The 
extreme  figures  recorded  in  subsequent  years  with  the 
average  price  for  each  year  were  as  follows  : —

As  we  suggested  in  August  last,  the  price  for  s:pot 
delivery  has  remained  at  a  discount  under  the  weight  of 
supplies,  but  this  discount  may  easily  disappear  towards 
the  end  of  the  year,  when  the  general  position  will 
probably  be  found  to  have  been  materially  strengthened 
by  a  steady  reduction  of  the  stocks  in  America,  and  at 
this  end.  By  that  time,  the  remainder  of  the  stocks  will 
doubtless  be  more  closely  controlled,  and  the  London 
deliveries  for  the  whole  of  this  year  may  reach  about 
100,000  barrels,  compared  with  92,776  barrels  actually 
delivered  for  the  previous  year.  The  total  American 
production  in  the  last  campaign  was  estimated  to  be  fully 
20  per  cent,  in  excess  of  the  previous  campaign,  but  it 
is  now  considered  doubtful  whether  the  present  season's 
yield  will  experience  any  increase  on  account  of  adverse 
weather  conditions.  Current  prices  are  hardly  likely  to 
attract  French  spirit,  and  it  is  suggested  that  a  large 
part  of  the  French  exportable  surplus  will  find  an  outlet 
on  the  Continent,  chiefly  Germany.  Until  the  American 
Presidential  election  is  out  of  the  way.  the  American 
market  may  remain  uncertain,  but  it  is  quite  on  the  cards 
that  domestic  consumption  will  become  more  active.  In 
contrast  to  turpentine,  there  was,  of  late,  a  strong  advance 
in  the  price  of  resin  partly  based  on  a  revival  of  buying 
by  Germany,  and  a  market  authority  expressed  the  belief 
recently  that  the  American  production  of  resin  and  tur- 
pentine is  more  likely  to  diminish  than  increase. 


Industrial  Revaluation  in  Germany 

With  the  restoration  of  German  economic  unity,  and 
particularly  with  the  stabilisation  of  the  currency, 
Germany  is  faced  by  the  difficult  problem  of  revaluing 
various  forms  of  indebtedness.  A  distinction  is  made 
between  pre-war  and  post-war  liabilities,  between 
Government  and  private  debts.  Many  proposale  have 
been  mooted  for  this  revaluation  of  Government  and 
municipal  loans,  mortgages,  stocks  and  shares,  and  their 
convei-sion  into  new  bonds,  in  gold  marks.  As  a  basis 
it  is  suggested  that  a  pre-war  liability  of  100  marks 
should  be  written  down  to  represent  a  claim,  or  holding, 
of  between  5  and  15  gold  marks.  Before  the  year  is 
out  all  balance  sheets  must  be  issued  on  a  gold  basis, 
and  consequently  joint  stock  companies,  etc.,  are  obliged 
to  express  their  capital,  which  in  paper  marks  has 
assumed  fantastic  dimensions,  in  terms  of  gold  marks. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  board  of  the  Anilin-Konzern  it  was 
decided  to  write  down  the  capital  of  all  the  partici- 
pating establishments  in  the  ratio  of  5  to  1.  The  capital 
of  the  Hochst  Colour  Works,  Meister,  Lucius  &  Briining, 
amounted  to  50,000,000  marks  prior  to  the  war.  and 
was  successively  increased  to  reach  a  total  of  940,000,000 
marks.  This  amount  has  now  been  written  down  to 
176,000,000  gold  marks,  which  represents  the  new  capital 
of  this  undertaking.  The  Badische  Anilin  und  Soda- 
fabrik,  as  well  as  the  Farbenfabriken,  formerly  Friedrich 
Bayer,  are  each  making  a  fresh  start  with  the  same 
amount,  i.e.,  176.000,000  gold  marks  as  capital,  while 
the  following  firms  will  work  w^ith  :  Anilinfabrik  Trep- 
tow,  59.600,000  marks ;  Chemische  Fabrik  Griesheim, 
44.000  000  marks ;  Chemische  Fabrik  Weiler  ter  Meer, 
134,000,000  marks ;  and  Leopold  Cassella  &  Co.,  60,880.000 
marks.  In  1914  the  total  capital  invested  in  the  firms 
forming  the  German  Anilin-Konzern  aggregated 
226,000,000  marks.  Following  this  revaluation  it  now 
represents  a  total  of  over  700,000,000  gold  marks. 
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Cod-Liver  Oil:  Its  Manufacture 
and  Applications 

A  General  Survey  of  the  Industry 

By  E.  W.  Lewis 

The  commercial  production  of  cod-liver  oil  is  of  com- 
paratively modern  origin,  and  is  th-e  result  of  the  neces- 
sity under  modern  conditions  of-  eliminating  oil  and 
water-  in  the  production  of  fish  and  fish  products  : — 
(1)  For  edible  purposes,  (2)  for  fertilising  purposes,  and 
(3)  providing  an  outlet  for  the  use  of  an  otherwise  waste 
product  of  the  industry.  Cod-liver  oil  is  an  outlet  and 
a  valuable  by-product  in  the  cod-fishing  and  fish-salting 
industries, .  and  is  rapidly  becoming  of  vital  importance 
and  the  mainstay  of  the  industry.  Manufacture  of  the  oil 
is  an  extensive  industry  on  the  coasts  of  Norway,  and 
recently  large  cod-fishing  grounds  have  been  established 
round  Japan. 

Manufacture 

Cod-liver  oil  is  obtained  from  the  liver  of  the  cod, 
Gadus  morrJiiia  and  Gadus  cuUarias.  The  liver  of  the 
cod  is  rich  in  oil,  but  the  cod  flesh  contains  only  a 
very  low  percentage.  The  codfish  is  found  in  shoals 
during  particular  seasons  of  the  year  off  the  coasts  of 
Norway,  Newfoundland,  North  of  Scotland,  Japan, 
Siberia,  and  the  East  and  West  Coasts  of  America.  In 
Norway  the  fishing  season  lasts  from  February  to  May, 
when  the  fishing  is  conducted  by  means  of  cod  nets 
or  trap  nets  after  driving  the  fish  into  the  narrow  fiords. 
The  oil  content  of  the  codfish  liver  varies  widely  with 
the  state  of  maturity,  period  of  the  year,  and  according 
to  some  recent  investigations,  climatic  conditions ;  with 
reference  to  the  latter  the  ease  with  which  the  food  is 
obtained  by  the  fish  is  an  important  factor.  The  follow- 
ing table  quoted  from  the  Norwegian  Government 
Marine  Fisheries  Report,  1912,  shows  the  variation  in 
oil  output  and  the  market  fluctuation  in  the  price  of 
oil  :—

The  best-quality  Norwegian  cod-liver  oil  is  obtained 
off  th©  Lofoten  Islands.  The  cod  livers  at  this  period 
are  plump,  light-coloured,  and  exceedingly  rlcli  in  oil. 
The  Lofoten  Islands  fisheries  are  particularly  favoured 
in  that  in  the  early  winter  no  other  fish  except  the 
cod  appears  on  the  coasts.  Hence  any  contamination 
with  lower  grades  of  fish-liver  oils  is  avoided.  Other 
gadoids  which  give  liver  oils,  such  as  saith  and  haddock, 
differ  from  the  cod  in  spawning  habits.  Meek,  ("  Migra- 
tions of  Fish,"  1916,  pp.  210-212)  and  Hjort  (Vol.  20; 
Rapports,  Conseil  Permanent  International  pour  I'Ex- 
ploration  de  la  Mer,  Copenhagen,  1914). 

Within  recent  years  large  rendering  establishments 
have  been  built  close  to  the  fishing  grounds,  hence  per- 
mitting the  least  possible  delay  in  the  manufacture  of 
the  oil.  The  prompt  extraction  of  the  oil  from  the 
fresh  fish  has  a  marked  effect  on  the  quality  of  the 
final  oil  produced,  any  decomposition  of  the  livers  prio" 
to  the  expression  ,  having  a  detrimental  effect "  on  the 
flavour  and  the  odour  of  the  oil.  Until  within  late 
years  very  crude  methods  were  applied  in  the  productior' 
of  cod-liver  oil.  The  procedure  was  to  expose  the  cod 
livers  on  a  perforated  grid  in  barrels  or  large  tanks,  so 
as  to  promote  oxidation  and  partial  decomposition.  The 
tissue  ferments  and  the  livers  begin  to  exude  the  oil, 
which  is  collected  at  the  base  of  the  tanks.  In  Japan 
on  the  Okhotsk  coasts,  a  considerable  amount  of  cod- 
liver  oil  is  still  extracted  by  boiling  the  fresh  cod  in 
tanks  over  open  fires.  The  oil  is  skimmed  away  and 
the  residual  matter  dried  and  used  as  a  fertiliser.  In 


some  districts  hand  presses  are  used  so  as  to  obtain  a 
larger  yield  of  oil.  The  modern  process  in  vogue  in 
Norway  and  in  Newfoundland,  which  are  the  principal 
centres  of  the  industries,  is  to  extract  the  livers  imme- 
diately the  fish  are  landed,  the  livers  graded  and  washed, 
and  the  oil  extracted  by  treatment  with  low-pressure 
steam  in  large  steam-jacketted  tanks  with  the  least 
possible  delay  (Pechstein,  "  Biochem.  Zeitung,"  1913, 
p.  320).  The  oil  is  then  taken  and  freed  by  filtration 
from  any  foreign  and  extraneous  matter,  washed  with 
water,  and  thoroughly  dried  under  vacuum  and  bleached 
by  treatment  with  fullers  earth,  animal  charcoal,  or 
expcsure  to  sunlight  or  to  ultra-violet  light.  Cod-liver  oil 
which  has  been  decolorised  by  means  of  charcoal  or 
infusorial  earth  fails  to  give  a  definite  colour  reaction 
with  sulphuric  acid,  a  reaction  which  was  previously 
considered  to  be  characteristic  of  a  high--grade  oil. 
Kadt  ("  Pharm.  Weekblad,"  1920,  vol.  57,  pp.  756-758) 
found  that  bleaching  agents  in  general  absorbed  the 
substances  which  with  sulphuric  acid  gave  the  colour 
reaction. 

The  best-quality  medicinal  oils  are  treated  in  refrigerat- 
ing chambers,  where  the  oil  is  cooled  to  — 10°  C,  the 
stearin  allowed  to  subside,  and  the  clear  oil  filtered 
away,  when  the  product  obtained  has  but  a  faint  fishy 
odour  and  taste  and  of  but  a  faint  yellow  colour.  A 
low-grade  industrial  cod-liver  oil  is  produced  in  Japan 
by  solvent  extraction  of  the  dried  fish,  using  light 
petroleum  as  the  solvent. 

Commercially,  cod-liver  oil  is  divided  into  three  main 
varieties  :  (1)  Medicinal  cod-liver  oil,  (2)  technical  cod 
oil,  and  (3)  coast  cod  oil.  The  best-quality  medicinal 
oil  is  of  slightly  yellow  colour,  odourless  and  of  slight 
taste;  the  Norwegian  Lofoten  Islands  variety  is  the  oil 
which  is  considered  of  par  excellence  quality.  The  major 
portion  of  the  medicinal  oil  is  now  produced  under 
highly  hygienic  conditions  and  with  such  rapidity  that 
but  little  time  is  allowed  to  elapse  between  the  catching 
of  the  fish  and  the  extraction  of  the  oil,  hence  minimising 
any  tendency  towards  contamination  with  any  putrefying 
or  decomposition  products.  In  areas  where  the  fishing 
is  conducted  at  a  distance  from  the  "  rendering 
stations  the  livers  are  extracted  on  board  the  boats  and 
placed  in  refrigerating  chambers  until  the  shore  is 
reached.  The  technical  cod  oil  is  a  lower-grade  brown 
oil  obtained  by  treatment  of  the  ood  livers  rejected 
during  the  grading  of  the  livers  for  the  medicinal  oil. 
The  oil  is  extracted  by  the  same  methods  as  for  the 
medicinal  variety.  Cod  oil  is  used  in  various  tech- 
nical operations,  particularly  in  the  leather  industry. 
Coast  cod  oil  is  prepared  from  the  livers  of  the 
cod  contaminated  with  dogfi.sh,  hake,  shark,  haddock, 
skate,  and  coalfish.  It  is  used  in  the  manufacture  of 
wash  leather. 

Extent  of  the  Industry 

In  Newfoundland  cod  fishing  is  the  oldest  industry, 
and  is  the  governing  factor  which  regulates  the  life 
and  business  of  the  community.  Practically  the  whole 
communal  life  of  Newfoundland  hinges  on  the  cod 
industry,  and  any  acute  market  conditions  have  a 
stringent  effect  on  the  economic  conditions  of  the  country. 
The  major  portion  of  the  cod-liver  oil  produced  in 
Newfoundland  is  exported  to  the  U.S.  and  Canada. 
Capt.  E.  J.  Edwards  (H.M.  Senior  Trade  Commissioner, 
Dept.  Overseas  Trade  Report,  1922)  states  that  the  New- 
foundland cod  fishing  is  now  divided  into  three  classes  : 

(1)  Shore  fishing,  consisting  of  catching  the  cod  in  close 
proximity  to  the  land  and  near  to  the  oil  rendering  stations. 

(2)  Bank  fishing,  conducted  by  large  vessels  which  go 
out  to  the  banks  about  100  miles  away,  accompanied  by 
a  fleet  of  smajl,  flat-bottomed  boats  termed  dories, 
from  which    the  fishing  is  done    by    means    of  lines. 

(3)  Labrador  coast  fishing ;  this  work  is  conducted  on 
an  extensive  scale ;  communities  of  men  with  a  large 
number  of  boats  leave  Newfoundland,  to  spend  the  fish- 
ing season  off  the  Labrador  coast,  a  temporary  fish  oil- 
rendering  station  being  established  either  on  the  Lab- 
rador coast  or  on  one  of  the  boats.  Recently  the 
auxiliary  motor  has  been  introduced,  and  is  destined  to 
revolutionise  the  cod-liver  oil  industry  of  Newfoundland.

Adulteration  of  cod-liver  oil  has  occasionally  appeared 
during  periods  of  high  market  prices,  other  fish  and 
fish  liver  oils  being  admixed.  The  physical  and 
chemical  constants  are  of  but  little  value  in  the  iden- 
tification of  small  quantities  of  added  fish  liver  oils 
such  a«  shark,  skate,  and  dogfish.  Experts  attach  con- 
siderable importance  to  the  taste  and  smell  in  detecting 
any  adulterants  such  as  whale  or  shark  oil. 

Cod-liver  oil  oxidises  slowly  on  exposure,  but  the 
product  has  not  yet  found  any  commercial  application 
except  as  an  ingredient  of  drying  oils  in  the  paint 
industry,  during  periods  of  high  prices  of  linseed  oil. 
Homes*(J.S.C.i.,  1905,  p.  1287)  found  that  the  oxidation 
of  cod-liver  oil  proceeded  in  the  following  manner  : —

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Composition  of  Cod-liver  Oil 

The  composition,  is  of  a  very  complex  character,  and 
all  its  chemical  constituents  have  not  been  identified. 
Th©  presence  of  the  glycerides  of  palmitic,  myristic, 
etearic,  valeric,  erucic,  and  capric  have  been  established, 
also  cholesterol  and  lipochrome,  but  are  only  present  in 
very  limited  quantities.  The  high  iodine  absorption 
values  of  cod-liver  oil  indicates  the  presence  of  unsatu- 
rated acids,  and  various  authorities  state  that  theee  acids 
are  of  a  high  molecular  weight,  such  as  physetoleic, 
asellic  and  therapic  acids.  Heyerdahl  ("  Chemistry  of 
Cod-liver  Oil,"  p.  89)  found  a  sample  of  cod-liver  oil 
to  contain,  among  other  acids,  20  per  cent,  therapic 
acid,  20  per  cent,  jecoleic  acid,  and  4  per  cent,  palmitic 
acid.  Bull  ("  Jahrbuch  d.  Chem.,"  19C0,  pp.  386-387 
and  p.  3570)  found  after  a  prolonged  study  of  the  com- 
position of  cod-liver  oil  that  it  could  be  separated  into 
four  sections  by  fractionally  crystallising  the  sodium  and 
the  potassium  salts,  with  the  following  results  : —

Bull  also  suggests  the  presence  of  the  glycerides  of 
various  fatty  acids  of  the  type 

CreH2,j_j02  and  C„H2„_802, 

together  with  morrhuic,  myristic,  erucic,  galloleic,  and 
clupanodonic  acids. 

The  older  chemical  literature  claims  that  cod-liver  oil 
contains  considerable  quantities  of  nitrogenous  bases. 
Their  presence  was  evidently  due  to  the  crude  methods 
©f  manufacture,  which  promoted  putrefaction  and  decom- 
position. Cod-liver  oil  prepared  in  an  atmosphere  free 
from  oxygen  has  been  found  to  be  entirely  free  from 
any  amino  bases.  Bull  ("  Chem.  Zeit.,"  1899,  vol.  23, 
pp.  996,  1043)  isolated  from  the  fatty  acids  of  cod-liver 
oil  a  liquid  fatty  acid  corresponding  to  C^oHjjOj. 
Mitchell  ("  Edible  Oils  and  Fats,"  p.  23)  found  cod-liver 
oil  to  contain  up  to  2  per  cent,  cholesterol.  Servais  ("Chem. 
Rev.  Fett-u-Harz  Ind.,"  1903,  vol.  10,  p.  231)  claims  that 
the  characteristic  faint  odour  of  some  specimens  of  cod- 
liver  oil  is  due  to  the  presence  of  an  aldehyde  which 
is  produced  by  the  oxidation  of  glycerides  of  the  un- 
saturated fatty  acids  contained  in  the  oil.  A  substance 
which  has  been  isolated  from  cod-liver  oil  is  the  glyceride 
of  tetra-chloro-tetra-iodo-terapic  acid, 

C3H5(  Ci ,H  23O  2CI4I  J 

The  influence  of  the  small  quantities  of  these  various 
very  complicated  fatty  acids  in  cod-liver  oil  has  attracted 
considerable  attention  from  a  physiological  standpoint. 

Applications  of  Cod-liver  Oil 

The  principal  applications  of  cod-liver  oil  is  in  medi- 
cine, pharmacy,  leather  technology,  for  currying  and 
leather  dressing,  and  in  the  production  of  chamois 
leather.  Cod-liver  oil  makes  leather  highly  pliable,  and 
also  enters  largely  into  the  composition  of  materials 
used  for  leather  water-proofing  purposes.  A  considerable 
amount  of  research  work  has  been  conducted  in  late 
years  towards  a  greater  use  of  cod-liver  oil  as  a  cattle- 
feeding-stuff  constituent.  Drummond  (J.S.C.I.,  1922, 
pp.  561R  and  280T)  found  that  it  was  possible  to  raise 
the  amount  of  vitamine  "  A  "  considerably  in  the  milk 
of  cows  by  giving  the  animals  a  small  supplement  of 
cod-liver  oil  of  high  potency  daily ;  even  2  oz.  per  day 
■was  found  to  be  effective.  Cod-liver  oil  is  used  to 
some  extent  as  an  illuminant,  and  the  lower  grades  of 
cod-liver  oil  are  occasionally  found  to  have  been  added 
to  high-drying  oils  as  a  diluent  in  the  manufacture  of 
cheap  paints  and  vai-nishes ;  in  this  capacity  it  is  a 
slow-drying  oil,  and  produces  but  a  feeble  film.  Tech- 
nicSl  cod-liver  oil  has  found  application  in  the  temper- 
ing of  metals  and  in  the  "  batching  "  of  various  fibres. 
!Within  late  years  considerable  quantities  of  cod-liver  oil 


are  hardened  by  hydrogenation  processes,  a  colourless  and 
odourless  product  being  produced.  Being  a  slow-drying 
oil,  cod-liver  oil  is  unsuitable  for  lubricating  purposes. 

Examination  of  Cod-liver  Oil 

Lewkowitsch  (vol.  2,  pp.  438-440)  considers  that  a 
good  medicinal  cod-liver  oil  should  not  exceed  1.5  per 
cent,  of  free  fatty  acids,  a  Reichert-Meissel  value  below 
0.5  per  cent.,  and  the  unsaponifiable  matter  below  1.5 
per  cent.  The  iodine  value  may  vary  considerably, 
depending  on  the  extent  to  which  the  stearin  has  been 
removed.  A  high  Reichert-Meissel  value  indicates  the 
presence  of  decomposition  products.  High  unsaponifiable 
matter  indicates  an  inferior  cod-liver  oil,  adulteration 
with  mineral  oil,  or  the  presence  of  other  fish  oils  such 
as  shark-liver  oil,  which  contains  spermaceti.  Menhaden 
oil  in  excessive  quantities  may  be  detected  by  the 
reaction  with  hydrochloric  acid,  when  a  characteristic 
green  coloration  appears  which  is  not  given  by  other 
fish  oils.  Menhaden  oil  alone  gives  an  intense  bluish 
green,  pure  cod-liver  oil  gives  a  yellow  to  brown  colour 
(Hoppeiistedt,  "  J. A.  Leather  Chem.  Association,"  1910, 
vol.  l2,  pp.  552-557).  The  physical  constants  a^e  occa- 
sionally of  value  in  detecting  acute  adulteration  or  th© 
presence  of  particular  types  of  fish  oils.  The  following 
table  compares  the  constants  of  three  of  the  fish  liver 
oils  : —

Vegetable  oils  are  detected  by  the  phytosteryl  acetate 
test.  Mixtures  of  cod-liver  oil  and  iodised  sesame  oil 
are  now  marketed  as  cod-liver  oil  substitutes  {/oc.  cit., 
vol.  3,  chap.  15).  The  B.P.  test  of  purity  of  cod-liver 
oil  by  giving  a  blue  coloration  with  sulphuric  acid  in  the 
presence  of  carbon  tetrachloride  is  being  questioned  by 
some  authorities.  Lewkowitsch  considers  that  the  test 
indicates  the  presence  of  lipochromes  and  colouring 
matter  extracted  from  the  liver  cellular  tissue,  that  a 
high-class  product  gives  but  a  faint  blue  coloration,  and 
that  in  the  early  stages  of  rancidity  the  colour-producing 
elements  are  destroyed.  Completely  hydrogenated  cod- 
liver  oil  has  a  melting  point  of  65°  C,  iodine  value  of  1.2, 
saponification  value  of  186,  and  gives  no  colour  reaction 
with  sulphuric  acid  ("  Mannich.  Bericht.  Deut.  Pharm. 
Ges.,"  1916,  vol.  26,  p.  36). 

Cod-liver  oil  may  be  distinguished  from  the  drying 
oils,  such  as  linseed  oil,  by  treatment  with  bromine ; 
the  oil  gives  an  insoluble  light-coloured  compound  which 
darkens  on  heating ;  linseed  oil  gives  a  colourless  liquid. 

Therapeutic  Value 
Much  speculation  has  been  rife  regarding  the  peculiarly 
powerful  therapeutic  qualities  of  cod-liver  oil,  and  to  what 
extent  any  particular  constituent  of  the  oil  endows  the 
oil  with  its  potent  medicinal  qualities.  Lewkowitsch 
favours  the  view  that  it  is  due  :  (1)  that  the  constitution 
of  the  unsaturated  glycerides  contained  in  the  oil  is 
such  that  they  are  easily  assimilated  and  absorbed  by 
the  body ;  (2)  that  it  provides  artificially  those  unsatu- 
rated glycerides  which  in  the  normal  course  are  produced 
in  the  human  system  and  which  are  known  to  exist  in 
the  heart  and  liver.  The  suggestion  that  the  medicinal 
value  of  cod-liver  oil  is  due  to  the  presence  of  small 
quantities  of  iodine  must  be  discredited,  as  the  amount 
contained  in  various  samples  of  the  oil  has  varied  from 
0.0002  to  0.02  per  cent.  The  attributing  of  the  thera- 
peutic value  of  cod-liver  oil  to  the  presence  of  organic 
bases  has  been  abandoned,  as  those  bases  do  not  occur 
but  in  very  minute  quantities  in  high-class  cod-liver  oil 
rendered  and  treated  from  the  fresh  livers  by  modern 
methods.  Steinkoenig  ("  Amer.  J.  Pharm,"  1921,  vol. 
93,  pp.  757-760)  prepared  a  substance,  probably  hydroxy- 
dihydropyridinebutyric  acid,  by  extracting  cod-liver  oil 
with  alcohol ;  the  sodium  salt  of  this  substance  is  used 
for  muscular  and  intravenous  injections ;  the  mercury 
salt  is  used  as  an  injection  in  cases  of  syphilis. 
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Much  has  been  published  regarding  the  presence  of 
vitamin  fat  souble  "A"  in  cod-liver  oil,  and  its  bear- 
ing in  the  value  of  the  oil  in  providing  the  element 
necessary  for  the  metabolism  of  the  nervous  tissue.  A 
vitamin  deficiency  is  invariably  accompanied  by  nervous 
symptoms  and  a  general  fatty  degeneration  of  the  nerve 
cells,  which  is  corrected  by  the  assimilation  of  substances 
such  as  cod-liver  oil,  which  are  rich  in  vitamin  content. 

The  Outlook  of  the  Industry 
The  present  aim  of  the  cod-liver  oil  industry  is  to 
produce  an  oil  free  from  cellular  pigments  and  con- 
stituents of  an  objectionable  taste,  and  yet  preserving 
the  elements  of  therapeutic  and  medicinal  value.  Ex- 
tensive and  elaborate  processes  have  been  adopted  in 
some  of  the  cod  fishing  areas  towards  the  production  of 
a  high-grade  oil,  even  to  adoptiftg  methods  to  produce 
the  oil  in  an  atmosphere  free  from  oxygen,  and  in  some 
cases  under  vacuum. 

With  its  undoubtedly  high  medichial  value,  and  potent 
feeding  qualities  as  a  constituent  of  cattle  feeding  stuffs, 
the  industry  lends  itself  to  extension  in  the  producing 
of  oil  for  physiological  purposes.  The  technical  uses  cf 
cod-liver  oil  appear  to  have  received  but  little  attention 
outside  the  leather  trades,  but  with  further  research 
the  cod-liver  oil  industry  is  capable  of  enormous 
expansion  in  the  technical  industries  of  the  various 
countries.

T.  H.  Foden,  A.  E.  Harris,  G.  Knowles,  E.  W.  Mann, 
H.  H.  Marshall,  T.  W.  Peck,  J.  Poole,  H.  Eigg,  W. 
Shakespear,  C.  V.  Thompson  and  W.  H.  Whittock.  The 
annual  report  and  statement  of  accounts  were  adopted.

Business  in  the  Mincing  Lane  produce  markets  has  con- 
tinued satisfactory,  with  a  more  subdued  tone  in  specula- 
tion, the  desire  being  to  await  the  result  of  the  General 
Election.  There  is  a  continued  firm  undertone  to  prices 
generally,  and  theiSe  conditions  appear  likely  to  prevail 
tor  the  remainder  of  the  year.  Menthol  has  taken  a 
further  upward  turn  as  a  result  of  the  acute  shortage  on 
spot.  Balsam  tolu  to  arrive  is  dearer,  and  B.P.  copaiba 
continuesi  scarce.  Canada  balsam  is  easier.  Cascara 
eagrada  and  camphor  remain  exti'emely  dull.  Maltese 
cumin  seed  is  dearer  and  Dutch  caraways  are  firm. 
Mazagan  canary  seed  has  been  more  active  with  sellers 
asking  advanced  rates.  Hydrastis  is  easier  from  the 
source  and  spot  prices  follow.  Japan  wax  is  in  plentiful 
supply  and  values  are  nominal.  Cloves  are  firm  but  quiet, 
while  Cochin  ginger  is  dearer,  with  more  inquiry.  White 
Muntok  pepper  in  forward  positions  has  fluctuated  daily 
on  speculative  account.  Among  pharmaceutical  chemicals, 
bromide  salts  are  an  outstanding  item  and  prices  (includ- 
iag  those  of  English  makers)  have  sharply  advanced,  fol- 
lowing on  higher  Continental  rates  and  an  active  spot 
demand.  Acetanilide  is  dearer  on  small  supplies. 
Phjenolphthalein  is  in  fair  demand  at  irregular  rates.  Sali- 
cylates are  steady,  and  chloroform  has  been  advanced  by 
makers.  Phenazone  is  easier.  Benzoate  of  soda  is  firm 
and  in  fair  request.  Among  industrial  chemicals  there 
are  a  few  alterations,  including  a  decline  in  arsenic, 
formaldehyde  and  nitrite  of  soda.  Lead  products 
(red  and  white  red,  litharge)  have  advanced  owing  to 
the  rise  in  metal.  Potash  chlorate  is  easier.  Coal- 
tar  products,  etc.,  show  a  decline  in  carbolic  acid, 
and  pyridine ;  methyl  alcohol  is  much  cheaper.  Busi- 
ness in  so-called  vegetable  oils  remains  good.  Palm  kernel 
IS  much  dearer,  and  palm  oil  to  a  less  extent.  Cottonseed 
oils  are  cheaper,  and  groundnut  is  higher.

New  York,  October  29.— Business  is  quiet.  Bromides 
are  dearer.  Ammonium  is  now  54c.,  potassium  48c., 
sodium  48c.,  and  strontium  51c.  per  lb.  Peppermint  oil, 
in  tins,  has  advanced  to  $5.00  per  lb.,  and  menthol  to 
$14.50  per  lb.  Taraxacum  is  cheaper  at  30c.,  and  gentian 
has  been  reduced  to  8c.  per  lb.    Balsam  tolu  is  $1.75. 

Crude  Drugs,  etc. 

Almonds. — Higher  prices  are  again  sisked  for  Jordan 
and  Valencia,  and  there  is  every  indication,  even  allowing 
for  reduced  consumption  (says  a  market  report),  that  sup- 
plies will  be  insufficient.  Shipments  are  disposed  of  as 
soon  as  tliey  arrive,  auid  dealers  have  little  to  offer.  There 
is  considerable  trouble  over  the  eai'ly  purchases  of  Bari 
almonds  and  many  defaults.  For  prompt  shipment  155s. 
per  cwt.,  c.i.f.,  is  quoted,  whereas  contracts  were  made 
in  July  and  August  at  about  100s.  Sicily  and  selected 
Majorca  almond.s.  are  quoted  at  about  155s.  c.  and  f., 
equal  to  167s.  6d.  London  landed  terms.  Morocco  is 
-scarce  even  at  160s.,  and  bitter  almonds  are  practically 
unobtainable. 

Aloes. — The  exports  from  the  Union  of  South  Africa 
during  June  amouTited  to  86,886  lb.  (£604),  a.gainst 
29,167  lb.  (£160)  in  June  1923.  During  the  .six  months 
ended  June  30,  1924,  the  exports  were  400,518  lb.  (£3,120). 

Antimony  has  developed  greater  finnness  on  more 
numerous  inquiries  and  not  much  actually  offering  from 
the  Far  East.  Spot  lots  of  Chinese  lefined  have  been  sold 
at  around  £50,  and  £49  to  £50  is  now  being  wanted  for 
prompt  shipment  or  parcels  afloat,  c.i.f.  terms,  which  is, 
however,  considerably  above  buyers'  views.  English 
regulus  is  quoted  about  £60.

Harrison  analysis),  and  at  3,750 
piastres  for  selected  grades.  The  stocks  in  Smyrna  and  Con- 
stantinople amount  to  about  900  cases,  in  addition  to 
largo  quantities  which  are  still  being  held  by  the  cultivators 
in  the  interior,  who  are  awaiting  the  fabulous  price  of 
£T40-50  held  out  by  speculators  who,  in  spite  of  all  their 
efforts,  are  unable  to  unload  their  stocks.  In  spite  of  the 
manoeuvres  attempted  by  one  speculator,  with  the  object  of 
artificially  maintaining  prices  which  consisted  in  adver- 
tising fictitious  sales  at  3,600  piastres,  other  holders  have  not 
been  influenced  by  these  misleading  statements,  and  on  the 
following  day  sold  at  as  low  as  3,200  piastres  !  It  is  evident 
that  the  holding  back  of  European  and  American  buyers 
who  refused  to  pay  su"h  exorbitant  prices  has  largely  contri- 
buted to  the  declipe  in  prices,  and  should  they  maintain 
their  attitude  for  some  time,  this  decline  will  become  even 
more  pronounced,  particularly  as  soon  as  all  engagements 
have  been  covered.  In  spite  of  the  assertions  by  holders 
that  the  crop  is  insufficient  to  meet  tlie  ordinary  demand, 


it  is  generally  expected  that  prices  will  appreciably  decline, 
particularly  should  there  be  no  demand  on  behalf  of 
Japan." 

Pepper. — After  the  considerable  export  business  that 
has  been  done  lately  the  demand  is  now  less  active  and 
prices  have  eased.  Fair  black  Singapore  is  steady  at  5fd.

French  Flower  Crops 

In  spite  of  the  bad  weather  which  prevailed  during  tha 
second  half  of  August,  it  is  generally  assumed  (says 
"  Les  Parfums  de  France  ")  that  the  crop  of  jasmin 
will  exceed  last  year's  yield.  During  a  short  period 
some  plantations  of  jasmin  in  the  vicinity  of  olive 
trees  and  fruit  trees  were  attacked  by  glyphodcs  vnisualis. 
The  crop  of  tuberose  flowers  is  estimated  to  yield  65,000 
kilos,  and  would  have  been  considerably  larger  had  the 
plants  bloomed  a  second  time.  The  yield  of  the  rose 
geranium  crop  will  probably  amount  to  about  30,000  to 
40,000  kilos,  being  lower  than  that  of  last  year,  this  being 
largely  due  to  the  fact  that«  cuttings  received  from  Algeria 
and  Corsica  failed  to  grow.  Locally  abouit  25  fr.  will  be 
the  price  for  100  kilograms,  last  year's  price  being  24  fr.  50. 

German  Chemical  Market 

The  following  information  is  based  on  reports  mostly  from 
Frankfort  up  to  October  27: — Brisker  demand  for  certain 
chemicals  for  exjKirt,  and  consequently  prices  have  advanced 
in  some  cases.  Bromides  continue  to  be  in  intense  demand, 
and  prices  are  now  nominal,  with  practically  no  available 
supplies.  Potash  bromide,  m.  2.70  per  kg.  ;  for  export,  $57 
per  100  kg.  Soda  bromide,  m.  2.80;  for  export,  $68  per  100 
kg.  Ammon.  bromide,  m.  2.90;  for  export,  no  quotations. 
Bromine  is  practically  unobtainable  ;  the  last  quotation  was 
m.  3.70.  The  Unit-ed  States  is  placing  large  orders  for 
Glauber  salts  at  $1  per  100  kg.  Potash  permanganate  is 
in  large  demand  for  export  and  advancing,  price  £47  per 
ton.  Oxalic  acid  is  advancing,  now  £24  per  ton.  Large 
quantities  of  benzaldehyde  have  been  purchased  at  $67  per 
100  kg.  :  there  is  also  a  brisk  demand  for  sodiimi  benzoate, 
and  it  is  now  unobtainable  at  Ss.  per  kg.  (home  market 
price  is  now  m.  3.40).  Acetic  acid,  80  per  cent.,  is  being 
o.Tered  at  £39  per  ton,  f.o.b.  Antwerp. 

German  Fiscal  Unity 

The  Reparations  Commission,  having  declared  that  the  pro- 
gramme for  the  restoration  of  Germany's  fiscal  and  economic 
unity  had  been  completely  fulfilled  on  October  28,  the  duties 
established  by  the  German  Customs  tariff  are  now  applicable 
to  all  goods  entering  Germany,  including  the  occupied  terri- 
tory. The  Customs  barriers  between  occupied  and  un- 
occupied Germany,  as  well  as  the  special  regulations  con- 
cerning the  admission  and  transport  of  goods  issued  by  the 
French  and  Belgian  authorities  since  the  occupation  of  the 
Ruhr,  have  now  been  abolished.  Numerous  alterations  have 
been  made  in  the  charges  of  the  German  Customs  tariff, 
among  which  the  following  new  rates,  in  gold  marks  for 
100  kilo'3,  may  be  instanced: — Tea.  m  350;  saffron,  m.  40; 
toilet  preparations,  hair  dyes,  mouth  washes,  perfumes, 
extrails,  perfumed  waters,  etc.,  containing  ether  or  ethyl 
alcohol,  m.  1.100;  perfumed  water,  containing  neither  ether 
nor  alcohol,  if  total  weight  of  each,  incliuling  container,  is 
over  5  kilos,  m.  60;  if  under  5  kilos,  m.  300;  toilet  powders, 
tooth  powders,  cosmetics,  etc.,  m.  300.

"Showing  Us  How  to  Do  It" 

Sib, — For  those  who  favour  the  Rexall  "  stunt  "  a. 
good  plan  would  be  to  note  what  increase  there  is  in 
the  sales  of  the  preparations  during  the  months  ahead. 
It  is  no  uee  comparing  this  period  with  the  corresponding- 
one  of  last  year ;  it  is  the  results  after  a  campaign 
which  t'cll  the  truth.  It  is  very  much  open  to 
doubt  whether  the  Rexall  method  of  advertising  is 
going  to  be  of  any  benefit  in  this  country.  I  think 
that  the  majority  of  purchases  were  made  by  the  "  some- 
thing for  nothing  "  section  of  the  public,  who  are  of 
no  value  to  any  shopkeeper — for  this  class  are  not  likely 
to  be  regular  buyers  when  they  must  pui'chase  at  the 
usual  prices.  Some  may  have  bought  for  the  sake  of  a 
trial,  having  been  disappointed^  regarding  the  benefit 
derived  from  other  proprietaries  ;  two  bottles  are  not 
going  to  give  a  sufficient  quantity  for  an  appreciable 
effect,  so  here  again  there  will  be  no  repeats.  The 
sceptical  customer,  who  will  be  pardoned  for  asking  : 
"  What's  the  matter  with  the  stuff?  "  has  a  prejudice 
aga-nst  the  preparations  from  the  commencement.  Some 
of  uhe  articles  sold,  such  as  adhesive  plaster,  may  create 
a  future  sale ;  but  very  few  customers  take  the  trouble 
to  specify  a  particular  brand  for  such  lines.  As  for 
flowing  us  Britishers  how  to  do  it.  the  same  tactics  are 
in  practice  in  the  local  market-place  every  week,  and 
have  been  for  yeai-s  :  "  'Ere!  I'll  tell  you  what  I'll 
do.  I'll  throw  this  in  with  it !  Now,  then  !  Who 
says  a  bob's  worth?  "  Why  stop  at  that?  We  might 
as  well  "  go  the  whole  hog  "  by  stocking  tobacco  or 
candy,  and  installing  soda  fountains,  with  free  lunches. 
Pharmacy  is  pharmacy — that  is,  if  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  will  allow  it  to  be  ;  by  all  appearances  they  seem 
to  be  driving  chemists  into  the  ranks  of  general  dealers. 
It  is  difficult  to  understand  the  "  extra  penny  stunt  " 
when  another  company  has  a  more  sensible  idea — that  of 
allowing  a  reduction  for  three  articles  of  a  kind. 
"  Bovis  "  has  made  the  same  error  which  a  good  many 
more  have  made — that  of  thinking  American  innovations 
are  "  it."  Actually,  wise  American  proprietors  leave 
their  campaigns  to  the  discretion  of  their  English  adver- 
tising agencies ;  results  have  shown  the  folly  of  doing 
otherwise.  The  next  "  stunt  "  which  we  might  see  is 
for  some  enterprising  (  ?)  chemist  to  supply  free  cocktails 
to  all  those  spending  2s.  or  upwards  ;  a  .stick  of  chewing 
gum  would  not  come  amiss  to  the  youngsters.  What 
about  free  tickets  to  peep  at  the  Chicago  White  Sox 
doing  the  ball  game  business? — Yours,  etc..

Chemists'  Exhibition  in  Dublin 

•  Sir, — I  understand  that  it  is  proposed  to  hold  a 
"  Chemists'  Exhibition  "  in  Dublin  during  the  coming 
year,,  and  'that  the  promot-ers  intend  to  allow  th© 
public  to  attend  the  exhibition,  and  also  to  allow 
the  exhibitors-  to  sell  direct  to  the  public.  The  specious 
excuse  for  this  policy  is  that  instead  of  being  detrimental 
to  the  interests  of  the  retailer  it  is  really  to  his  advan- 
tage, by  creating  customers  who  will  go  to  him  for  their 
subsequent  supplies.  I  would  suggest  that  even  from 
the  manufacturers'  point  of  view  there  are  better  and 
cheaper  methods  of  creating  customers — methods  to  which 
tlie  reta,il  chemist  cannot  have  any  objection  other  than 
his  very  old  one,  that  the  sales  of  his  own  proprietaries 
are  aifected  by  the  tall  stories  which  so  many  manufac- 
turers tell  about  their  goods,  but  which  the  retailer  can't 
match,  either  from  conscientious  reasons  or  because  these 
tja.U  stories  are  easier  told  in  print  than  by  word  of 
mouth  to  one's-  customers.  For  example,  what  retail 
chemist  could  tell  a  customer  directly  that  he  had  a 
cure  for  cancer  or  consumption  or  influenza,  although 


such  claims  are  constantly  made  in  print  ?  Sir  William 
Glyn-Jones,  at  a  recent  meeting  in  London,  put  the 
case  in  very  neat  form  by  saying  :  "  Unless  there  are 
exceptional  circumstances,  the  manufacturer  can't  deal 
direct  with  the  public,  and  he  .  needs  an  intermediary." 
Let  manufacturers  realise  that  by  selling  direct  to  the 
public  they  are  encroaching  on  the  function  of  their 
natural  intermediary  and  antagonising  him  by  so  doing. 
It  is  well  known  that  retailers  in  various  trades  in 
England  are  loud  in  their  denunciation  of  the  '  retail 
selling  by  manufacturers  at  the  Wembley  Exhibition, 
and  when  in  London  recently  I  heard  the  opinion  freely 
expressed  that  the  exhibition  had  not  benefited  retail 
trade  as  it  ought  to  have  done.  As  regards  the  proposed 
Dublin  Chemists'  Exhibition,  I  would  add  that  I  was 
present  recently  when  an  informal  discussion  took  place 
regarding  the  proposal.  There  were  eight  or  nine 
chemists  present,  and,  with  one  exception,  I  think  they 
were  all  opposed  to  the  practice  of  retail  selling  by 
manufacturers.  The  one  exception  was  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist  whose  primary  interests  are  not  at  all  those  of 
the  retail  chemist.  In  the  first  place,  then,  retail 
chemists  in  the  Irish  Free  State  should  let  it  be  known 
that  they  object  to  the  admission  of  the  public  to  a 
trade  exhibition,  and,  secondly,  that  they  object  strongly 
to  the  sale  by  manufacturers  of  goods  which  are  sold  in 
every  chemist's  shop  in  the  country.

The  Profit  Squeeze — and  Other  Aspects 

SiH, — This  subject  is  now  pretty  well  exhausted,  and 
the  only  other  question  about  which  I  am  curious  is  the 
attitude  of  the  P.A.T.A.,  whose  \-iews  I  invited.  Evi- 
dently the  P.A.T.A.  has  decided  to  say  nothing.  It  is 
ti-ue  that  Mr.  Denby  Day  refers  me  to  the  oracular 
dictum  in  the  P.A.T.A.  Year-Book,  "  that,  other  things 
being  equal,  most  retailers  give  the  preference  to 
P.A.'T.A.  goods."  Clearly  this  is  no  reply  to  my  queries, 
and  does  not  advance  matters  a  little  bit,  and  I  am 
therefore  driven  to  the  conclusion  that  the  P.A.T.A.  is 
acting  on  the  old  principle  that  "  the  least  said  the 
soonest  mended."  As  regards  "  Xrayser  II's  "  further 
remarks,  I  note  that  he  mistakenly  asserts  that  I  fail  to 
recognise  that  stocking  a  proprietai-y  line  and  exposing 
it  for  sale  gives  it  "  a  better  market."  Of  course  it  does; 
and  if,  when  asked  for;  the  article  is  supplt»id  without 
demur,  question,  or  "  disparaging  remarks,"  the  pro- 
prietor has  nothing  to  coniplain  about,  any  more  tnan 
he  has  a  right  to  grumble  if  the  retailer  expresses  an 
honest,  unbiased  opinion  as  to  the  resjaective  merits  of 
competing  articles,  when  asked  to  do  so.  This  cannot 
fairly  be  termed  .  "  substitution  "  nor  condemned  as 
unjust,  but  methods  are  sometimes  adopted  which  no 
fair-minded  person  can  defend.  It  is,  I  think,  a  great 
pity  that  both  Mr.  Denby  Day  and  "  Xrayser  II  "  should 
use  the  same  word,  "  substitution,"  to  describe  fair 
competition,  which  they  rightly  stand  up  for,  and  also 
those  unfair  methods  of  diverting  sales  which  are  some- 
times resorted  to.  It  enables  those  guilty  of  these  latter 
methods  to  salve  their  consciences  by  saying  they  are 
only  doing  what  fair-minded  people  do  and  defend,  though 
the  two  things  are  as  different  as  truth  and  falsehood. 
After  all  this  discussion,  it  is  interesting  to  notice  that 
Mr.  Denby  Day  now  admits  in  explicit  tei'ms  that  the 
"  unfair  substitution  "  I  have  protested  against  actually 
exists,  though  only  in  a  few  cases.  Neither  he  nor  I  can 
tell  in  how  few  or  how  many  cases  it  exists,  but  I  am 
glad  to  have  Mr.  Day's  admission  that  the  evil  I  attacked 
is  real,  not  imaginary,  and  I  now  come  to  another 
admission  made  by  "  Disconto."  He  comes  forward  and 
refers  to  another  inducement  to  substitute  of  which  I 
knew,  but  did  not  mention.  He  \^Tites  about  the  practice 
of  certain  firms  who  give  a  special  commission  to  their 
assistants  on  the  sale  of  their  own  lines,  and  none  on 
those  of  outside  proprietors.  Whether  this  tends  to  cause 
"  disparaging  remarks  "  and  "  unfair  substitution  "  I 
leave  to  your  readers  to  judge,  but  I  have  no  doubt  as 
to  their  verdict.  Looking  back  over  tliis  discussion  on 
the  ethics  of  substitution,  and  recalling  the  facts  and 
opinions  that  have  been  elicited,  I  feel  that  the  time  and 
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effort  expended  have  been  justified.  There  is  a  story  of 
a  public  school  boy  who  had  to  write  an  essay  on 
"  Parents,"  and  he  ended  up  by  saying  that  children 
should  be  kind  to  their  parents,  because  even  they  were 
human  beings.  If  retailers  would  believe  this  of  pro- 
prietors, it  would  make  for  happier  business  relations.

Tact  at  the  Counter 

Sir, — "  Xrayser  II's  "  experiences  on  the  sale  of  pro- 
prietaries {C.  X'  D.,  October  11,  p.  535)  are  probably 
very  similar  to  those  of  the  rest  of  us.  Although  not 
the  possessor  of  what  I  should  term  an  old-established 
business,  I  find  that  there  are  two  types  of  customers  for 
patent  medicines — the  one  who  demands  a  bottle  of  So- 
and-So's  Mixture,  and  the  other  who  asks  the  chemist's 
opinion  about  it.  The  most  awkward  question  is  ; 
"Which  is  the  best,  Brown's  or  Smith's  Mixture"': 
In  the  case  of  two  widely  advertised  products,  it  requires 
care  and  diplomacy  to  answer  discreetly  ;  if  the  phar- 
macist is  so  indiscreet  as  to  express  a  distinct  preference 
for  one  or  the  other,  the  customer  may  tell  his  friends 
that  Mr.  Chemist  says  So-and-So's  Mixture  is  no  good. 
By  reason  of  much  hard-earned  experience  of  these  sorts 
of  questions,  I  have  managed  to  acquire  a  tactful  method 
of  informing  customers  that  I  cannot  recommend  articles 
the  ingredients  of  which  I  am  unaware  of  ;  and  this 
gives  me  the  opening  to  recommend  strongly  one  which 
I  know  all  about,  namely,  my  own.  Another  difficult 
type  of  interrogator  has  arisen  in  the  last  few  years — the 
panel  customer.  It  is  not  unusual  now  (and  incidentally 
it  shows  what  the  public  think  of  panel  prescribing)  for 
an  insured  person  to  come  in  with  a  script  and  ask  if 
it  will  be  "  all  right  "  to  take  it,  or  if  the  mixture  will 
be  suitable.  These  also  are  difficult  questions  to  answer 
without  involving  oneself,  but  by  dint  of  care  the  phar- 
macist should  be  able  to  turn  all  these  problems  to 
advantage. — Yours,  etc.,

p.  B.  L.  (20/10).— The  label  you  send  for  a  remedy 
against  excessive  tobacco  smoking  and  snuff-taking  is  not 
liable  to  medicine-stamp  duty,  as  we  do  not  think  the 
habits  referred  to  are  ailments. 

-4.  P.  H.  (21/10).— The  term  "  pharmacy  "  may  be 
used  in  regard  to  any  place  of  business,  but  if  the  busi- 
ness of  a  chemist  and  druggist  is  carried  on,  this  will 
be  keeping  "  open  shop,"  and  a  qualified  person  must 
be  in  charge. 

L.  H.  (18/10).— The  C.  cfc  D.  Dianj^  1924,  gives  full 
particulars  of  the  registration  of  trade-marks  and  copy- 
right designs.  If  there  are  any  details  upon  which  you 
are  not  clear  we  shall  be  glad  to  supplement  the  infor- 
mation there  given. 

-Sf.  H.  M.  (21/10).— The  figures  for  the  yield  of  patent- 
medicine  duty  in  Great  Britain  from  1800  to  1920  were 
given  in  the  C.  ct-  D.  Diary,  1921.  For  1922  and  1923 
the  figures  were  given  in  the  C.  <f'  D..  April  26,  1924, 
and  for  the  year  ended.  March  31,  1924,  in  the  C.  <k  D., 
August  30,  i924. 

B.  G.  (27/10). — The  cough-balsam  label  is  not  liable 
to  medicine-stamp  duty  because  it  contains  on  the  labi-1 
a  reference  to  the  published  formula.  The  capsicum 
wool,  how'ever,  neeas  a  further  reference  to  the  formula, 
or  the  ingredients  should  be  definitely  stated  on  the 
label. 

Spero  (24/10)  intends  to  start  practising  as  a  dentist 
in  the  house  in  which  he  resides  as  a  tenant.  There  is 
no  lease  or  tenancy  agreement.  Must  he  first  obtain  his 
landlord's  consent?  Also,  will  the  landlord  be  entitJed 
to  increase  the  rent?  [As  "  Spero  "  has  not  agreed  not 
to  practise  dentistry  on  the  premises,  he  need  not  obtain 
his  landlord's  consent  before  doing  so.  If,  however,  the 
premises  are  subject  to  a  covenant  which  debars  their 


use  for  the  practice  of  dentistry,  "  Spero  "  might  be 
stopped  by  the  superior  landlord,  or  other  interested 
parties,  from  breaking  the  covenant.  So  long  as  "  Spero  " 
continues  to  reside  upon  the  premises  the  rent  cannot  be 
increased  beyond  the  amount  permitted  by  the  Increase 
of  Rent  Acts,  assuming  that  those  Acts  apply  to  the 
premises.  ] 

IF.  B.,  Ltd.  (13/10)  asks  under  what  circumstances  a 
tonic  wine  can  be  sold  by  a  chemist  without  any  licence 
for  the  sale  of  wines  and  spirits.  [The  general  licensing 
law  requires  that  the  appropriate  licence  must  be  held 
before  anyone  can  sell  wine  except  wine  for  the  sale  of 
which  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise  do 
not  require  a  licence.  This  exemption  is  allowed  by  the 
Commissioners  only  in  the  case  of  recognised  medicated 
wines,  and  tlie  privilEge  of  selling  these  without  licence 
is  confined  to  registered  chemists  or  to  companies  carry- 
ing on  business  in  accordance  with  Section  3  of  the 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908.  A  medicated  wine  in 
this  sense  is  one  which  has  been  so  medicated  as  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Commissioners  to  make  it  unfit  for  use 
as  a  beverage.  An  example  is  vin.  quininae,  B.P.,  con- 
taining 1  grain  of  quinine  hydrochloride  to  the  fluid  oz. 
It  has  to  be  noted  t'nat  merely  calling  a  wine  "  tonic  " 
Or  '■  medicated,"  unless  it  is  genuinely  medicated,  does 
not  exempt. it  from  liability  to  licence.] 

Vnrtex  (20/10)  recently  agreed  to  take  a  course  in 
busin:ss  training,  and  paid  the  fee  for  wh'ch  a  receipt 
wrs  given.  Before  the  course  started  a  form  co  itaining  cer- 
tain fresh  conditions  was  sent  to  "  Vertex  "  to  be  signed. 
To  seme  of  these  conditions  he  objected,  and  he  refused  to 
s'gn  the  form.  Thereupon  the  training  schcol  returned 
hi6-  fee  and  dec'ined  to  proceed  with  the  course. 
"  Vertex  "  asks  whether  the  school's  acceptance  of  the 
fee  amounted  to  a  contract  to  supply  the  course  of 
training,  and,  if  so,  whether  he  has  any  remedy  for 
breach  of  contract  by  reason  of  the  school's  refusal  to 
proceed  with  the  course  of  instruction?  [Upon  the  facts 
disclosed  we  cannot  express  a  definite  opinion ;  but  it 
appears  prcbable  that  the  payment  and  acceptance  of  the 
fee  constituted  a  contract  to  give  and  receive  the  instruc- 
tion described.  If  any  of  the  conditions  subsequently 
imposed  detracted  from  the  value  of  the  course  an 
attempt  by  the  school  to  enforce  them  by  a  refusal  to 
proceed  with  the  course  would  amount,  in  our  view, 
to  a  breach  of  contract.  In  any  case,  however,  the  school 
could  not  be  compelled  to  provide  the  training  promised, 
nor  could  "  Vertex  "  successfully  sustain  an  action  for 
damages  unless  he  could  prove  that  he  had  actually 
suffered  damage  by  reason  of  the  school's  failure  to 
provide  the  cours3.  So  far  as  we  can  see,  it  would  be 
practically  impcss'ble  to  prove  damage,  in  such  circum- 
stances, to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Court.] 

H.  C.  (18/10)  owns  a  house  adjoining  a  road  which 
has  not  yet  been  made  up  by  the  borough  council.  In 
May  last,  in  common  with  other  residents  in  the  road, 
he  was  informed  that  the  work  of  making  up  the  road 
would  be  started  immediately,  and  that  he  would  be 
required  to  contribute  a  stated  amount.  To  the  next 
demand  for  a  quarter's  rates  was  added  one  quarter  of 
the  amount  claimed  for  road-making  charges.  "  H.  C." 
paid  the  rates,  but  not  the  charges.  Now  he  has  received 
a  demand  for  a  further  quarter's  rates,  to  which  is 
added  an  item  for  one-half  of  the  road-making  charges. 
The  work  of  making  up  the  road  has  not  yet  been 
begun;  can  "  H.  C."  be  compelled  to  pay  anything 
towards  the  cost  in  the  meantime  ?  [If  the  work  is 
being  done  by  the  local  authority  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Public  Health  Act  notice  must  have  been  given 
requiring  the  occupiers  of  adjoining  property  to  make  tip 
the  roads  themselves  by  a  stated  date.  That  date  having 
expired,  the  liability  of  the  occupiers  to  contribute  arose 
and,  the  amount  due  from  each  having  been  fixed  and 
not  successfully  objected  to,  the  contribution  became  pay- 
able even  before  the  work  of  making  up  the  road  was 
started.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  making  up  of  the 
road  is  being  undertaken  by  the  local  authority  without 
having  given  the  residents  an  opportunity  to  do  the  work 
themselves,  the  road-making  charges  are  not,  we  believe, 
recoverable  until  after  the  work  has  been  done.]

When  samples  are  sent  particulars  should  be  supplied  to  us 
as  to  their  origin,  what  they  are,  what  they  are  used  for 
and  bow.  We  do  not  undertalie  to  analyse  and  report 
upon  proprietary  articles  nor  to  publish  supposed 
formulas  for  them. 

/.  U.  N.  (31/7). — The  tablets  you  send  appear  to  con- 
tain a  drug  similar  to  phenacetin  as  their  chief  constit-uent, 
but  we  have  not  been  able  to  identify  it.  A  systematic 
analysis  would  be  necessary.  Besides  this  elusive  ingre- 
dient it  contains  about  8  per  cent,  of  sodium  bicarbonate. 
A  trace  of  an  aromatic  is  present.  A  small  dose  of  nitro- 
glycerin is  not  unlikely,  but  this  could  not  be  determined 
easily  in  such  a  preparation. 

W.  R.  (11/10). — Ledum  palustre,  or  marsh  rosemary, 
is  a  small  shrub  growing  in  marshy  ground  in  Northern 
Europe  and  America.  The  whole  herb  or  leaves  are  em- 
ployed as  a  tincture  or  infusion  in  dysentery  and  skin 
diseases  The  herb  has  a  reputation  as  a  remedy  for 
whooping  cough,  either  as  a  syrup  made  from  the  tinc- 
ture 15  parts,  syrup  85  parts,  or  combined  with  ipeca- 
cuanha, senna  and  ginger.  The  tincture  is  prepared  of 
the  strength  of  1  of  the  herb  in  10  of  dilute  alcohol. 

M.  C.  (13/10). — Concentrated  mixture. — The  mixture 
to  which  you  refer  cannot  be  concentrated  1  part  to 
7  of  water  and  make  a  clear  solution,  since  the  sodium 
bicarbonate  is  only  soluble  at  normal  temperatures  1  in 
11.  and  the  concentration  proposed  would  make  1  in  6. 
The  mixture  can,  however  be  made  1  to  3.  In  order 
to  make  a  clear  mixture  the  pulv.  rhei,  or,  better,  crushed 
root,,  should  be  converted  into  an  infusion  or  decoction, 
and  on  straining  add  the  ammon.  carb.  and  sodii  bicarb. 
In  order  to  get  the  quantities,  multiply  the  ingredients 
by  4  for  the  same  amount  of  water.

H.  P.  (15/10). — Carbonic  a:id  gas  given  off  when 
sodium  bicarbonate  and  acetic  acid  react  is  harmless 
unless  inhaled  without  access  to  air  or  oxygen. 

F.  K.  (15/10). — Books  on  therapeutics.— We  think 
that  Bruce  and  Dilling's  "  Materia  Medica  and  Thera- 
peutics "  (Cassell,  10s.  6d.),  or  Whitla's  "  Elements  of 
Pharmacy,  Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics  "  (Bailliere), 
would  suit  your  purpose. 

L.  L.  (18/10). — It  is  not  possible  to  obtain  for  sale 
methylated  spirit  without  the  usual  denaturants,  which 
include  pyridine. 

Cattle  (18/10). — Dishorning  cattle. — An  Act  came 
into  operation  in  1919  forbidding  the  dishorning  of  cattle 
"  over  one  month  old,"  unless  during  the  whole  of  the 
operation  the  animal  is  under  the  influence  of  some 
general  anesthetic  of  sufficient  power  to  prevent  it 
feeling  pain.  The  method  of  administering  the  an.TS- 
thetic  is  to  cast  the  animal  and  insert  a  sponge,  or 
cotton  wool,  saturated  with  chloroform  (jiss.-.^ij.  usually 
is  sufficient)  in  a  stout  canvas  bag  impervious  to  air, 
and  keep  it  on  until  the  animal  is  under  the  influence 
of  the  drug.  It  is  a  tedious  and  prolonged  process, 
as  often  the  animal  is  a  long  time  coming  out  of  the 
state  of  ansBsthesia,  and  has  to  be  supported  for  some 
time. 

M.  F.  (19/10). — Valuing  goodwill.— Goodwill  is  valued 
apart  from  stock,  since  it  is  something  over  and  above 
materials.  Ordinary  stock  routine  proprietaries  go  with 
the  business,  but  if  there  is  an  outstanding  line  a  reserva- 
tioTi  of  this  apart  from  the  business  is  usually  made,  or  it 


may  be  offered  as  a  secondary  business  line.  It  is  difficult 
to  lay  down  a  figure  for  a  proprietary  without  knowing 
something  about  the  possibilities  of  a  continued  success 
or  a  fading  one.  As  a  general  rule,  a  proprietary  should 
be  worth  five  years'  net  profit,  but  there  may  be  circum- 
starices  which  may  make  it  worth  more  or  less  as  a  going 
concern. 

T.  H.  F.  (20/10). — Chromic  acid  injuries. — The 
Government  remedies  for  chromic  acid  ulcers  and  eczema 
are  as  follows  : —

Lanolin    1  part 

Melt  on  the  water-bath  or  stove ;  when  melted  and  thor- 
oughly mixed,  add  5  drops  of  90  per  cent,  pure  carbolic 
acid  to  oveiy  4  oz.  of  the  mixture.  Pour  into  a  glass  or 
jar.  and  allow  to  solidify,  when  it  is  ready  for  use.  Rub 
the  ointment  in  well,  and  then  take  a  clean  cloth  and  wipe 
dry.

Retrospect  of  Fifty  Years  Ago

Coumarine 

The  fragrant  resinous  principle  is  very  widely  diffused  in 
the  vegetable  kingdom.  Unlike  most  otliers,  it  is  not  con- 
fined to  any  particular  species,  or  even  to  any  special  natural 
family.  In  the  form  of  vapour  it  rapidly  diffu.ses  itself 
through  the  atmosphei'e,  and  in  this  state  has  a  powerful 
effect  upon  ttio  brain  of  many  persons.  It  is  supposed,  not 
without  good  foundation,  to  be  the  chief  cause  of  hay  fever. 
It  occurs  abundantly  in  two  of  our  common  British  plants, 
viz.,  AnthoxanDium  odofatum,  a  graminaceous  species,  nd 
Mclilotus  officinalis,  a  leguminous  plant.  The  first-named 
is  a  grass  abundant  in  most  pasture  fields,  and  the  chief 
ingredient  in  hay.  When  the  hay  grass  is  di-ying  in  the 
meadows  it  gives  out  a  peculiar  fragrance,  well  known  as 
the  scent  of  ne\v-mown  hay.  The  theory  is  that  it  is  this 
odour  which  causes  the  dreaded  hay-fever.  I  have  noticed 
in  wet  or  damp  seasons  the  hay  fever  is  almost  unknown, 
but  makes  its  appearance  most  commonly  in  dry,  hot 
weather,  when  the  coumarine  is  radily  taken  up  by  the  hot 
surrounding  atmosphere.  I  have  also  observed  that  if  a 
large  bundle  of  the  mclilot  is  taken  into  a  dwelling-hoiiso 
and  allowed  to  dry,  as  it  is.  sometimes  in  the  houses  of  our 
village  herbalists,  it  will  cause  some  of  the  inmates  to  be 
prostrated  by  what  is  supposed  to  be  a  mild  form  of 
influenza,  but  which  is  in  reality  the  hay  fever.  .  .  I 
believe,  however,  the  MelHotus  officinalis  would  vield 
coumarine  in  a  much  purer  form  than  even  the  sweet  vernal 
grass,  although  not  in  as  large  quantity.  Considered  from 
any  standpoint  it  is  worth  a  trial,  for  any  quantity  of  the 
dried  herbs  could  be  procured  at  a  very  cheap  rate.

Auditor  All  auditor  does  not  himself,  as  such,  write  up 

the  books,  he  is  solely  concerned  in  seeing  that  what  he 
examines  and  checks  is  correct.  He  will  advise  on  the 
conduct  of  the  accounting  if  he  thinks  fit.  He  may  or 
may  not  be  a  professional  accountant,  but  in  company  and 
audits  of  a  public  utility  nature  he  always  is.  The  ap- 
pointment of  an  auditor  does  not  necessarily  imply  con- 
tinuous duty ;  his  work  covers  a  given  period,  as  a  rule 
annually,  but  not  infrequently  he  will  find  tha,t  his  duties 
will  be  more  advantageously  carried  out  by  coming  in  and 
auditing  probably  three  months  of  the  year  at  a  time; 
apart  from  this  it  also  assists  the  proprietor  of  the  busi- 
ness in  his;  work  of  book-keeping,  as  the  books  are  not 
required  for  so  long,-  a  time  as  would  be  necessary  if  he 
came  in  only  once  in  the  year. 

Section  12  of  the  Companies  Consolidation  Act  requires 
that  every  company  sliall  at  each  annual  general  meeting 
appoint  an  auditor  or  auditors  to  hold  office  until  the 
nest  annual  general  meeting.  He  has  access  at  all  times 
to  the  books  and  accounts  and  vouchers  of  the  company, 
and  will  verify  the  same  in  his  annual  audit  for  the  share- 
holders. 

Under  the  Friendly  Societies  Act  .special  provisions  are 
aFso  laid  down  in  connection  v>'ith  the  appointment  of  a 
public  auditor  and  his  duties. 

There  is  no  law  which  compels  the  audit  of  a  partner- 
ship business,  nor  of  a  sale  trader,  although  in  the  case 
of  a  partnership  the  deed  will  sometimes  stipulate  that 
some  form  of  audit  of  the  business  shall  take  effect  in  the 
interests  of  the  partners. 

As  a  protection  to  the  small  man  and  partnership,  it  is 
however  becoming  recognised  by  them  that  an  annual 
audit  of  their  business  provides  many  safeguards.  Income 
tax  troubles  are  overcome,  and  there  is  a  satisfaction 
at  having  certified  accounts.  From  a  probable  point  of 
View  of  amalgamation,  sale,  etc;,  such  accounts  are  the 
proof  of  what  the  business  is  doing.  An  auditor's  duties 
can  scarcely  come  within  any  specified  limitations  since  he 
deals  with  questions  of  fact  as  well  as  of  principle.  The 
points  affected  are  errors  of  omission  or  commission 
and  errors  of  principle.  The  first  two  were  primary  func- 
tions which  the  auditor  should  detect ;  the  last  one  depends 
largely  on  the  allocation  of  charges  which  may  be  wrongly 
allocated;  such  as  capital  and  reserve  expenditure,  and  the 
duty  of  the  auditor  is  to  rectify,  allow  or  disallow.  The 
details  of  an  auditor's  duties  are  best  shown  in  the  exam- 
ination of  the  methods  of  accountancy  (q.v.),  though  his 
experience  alone  will  be  the  best  guide  on  doubtful  points 
of  principle.  Thus,  on  the  question  of  deprecia.tion  in  a 
chemist's  business,  it  is  an  advantage  to  have  experience 
of  the  nature  of  the  business,  as  many  questions  on  this 
point  arise  which  can  easily  be  misconstrued. 

As  previously  stated,  there  are  various  acts  which 
govern  the.  conduct  of  an  audit.  The  accounts  of  a  public 
company  differ  greatly  from  those  of  a  voluntary  hospital; 
certain  principles  governing  the  audit  of  the  latter  are  laid 
down  by  the  Governors  of  King  Edward's  Hospital  Fund. 
.  Cash  book  :  receipts  are  vouched  with  counterfoils  and 
checked  with  the  bank  pass  book.  He  will  verify  that 
total  receipts  have  been  entered,  and  on  the  correct  date, 
that  payments  are  in  order  and  vouchers  produced,  that 
the  items  have  been  properly  posted.  He  will  verify  sales 
for  cash,  and  on  credit,  the  wholly  paid  or  partly  paid. 
He  will  verify  any  contingent  charges  or  otherwise  of  in- 
vestments, insurance,  rent,  rates,  taxes,  lighting,  salaries 
and  wages. 

The  auditor  does  not  take  stock,  though  he  satisfies 


himself  that  it  is  correct  at  the  close  of  business  of  the 
period  under  review. 

On  the  conclusion  of  an  audit  the  auditor  makes  his 
report  as  it  is  called  (in  the  case  of  companies)  in  the 
form  of  a  certificate  in  the  face  of  the  bal;<nce-sheet 
generally,  or  it  may  be  attached  if  so  stated  thereon. 

Australia. — There  is  no  Commonwealth  law  regulating 
the  practice  of  pharmacy  throughout  Australia,  each  State 
possessing  its  own  legislation  and  Pharmacy  Board.  How- 
ever, holders  of  the  certificate  of  chemist  and  druggist, 
or  piiarmaceutical  chemist,  issued  by  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  can  be  registered  in  each  of  the  Australian 
States  without  examination,  on  application  and  paying 
the  fee.    Also  the  certificate  of  pharmaceutical  chemist 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  is  recognised  as 
a  qualification  for  registration  in   every   State.  With 
regard  to  the  qualifications  required  for  registration  in 
the  individual  States,  New  South  Wales  and  Queensland 
require  three  years',  and  the  other  States  four  years' 
apprenticeship.    In  New  South  Wales  the  apprenticeship 
must  be  served  in  the  State,  in  Western  Australia  it  may 
be  served  in  any  State  of  the  Commonwealth,  or  in  New 
Zealand.    In  each  State  a  preliminary  examination  must 
be  passed  before  apprenticeship.    During  the  last  year  of 
the  apprenticeship  in  Victoria  and  New  South  Wales  a 
compulcory  curriculum  must  be  undertaken  at  the  College 
of  Pharmacy  in  Melbourne  or  at  the  University  in  Sydney. 
In  South  Australia  courses  of  study  are  provided  at  the 
University,  in  Queensland  at    the    Brisbane    College  of 
Pharmacy,  and  in  W'estern  Australia  at  the  Perth  Techni- 
c."il  College.    After  passing  the  intermediate  examination 
the  candidate  may  sit  for  the  Final  or  Qualifying  exami- 
nation which,  in  each  State,  is  conducted  by  the  Phar- 
macy Board.     In  New  South  Wales,  Queensland,  South 
Australia,  and  in  Victoria  the  minimum  wages  for  appren- 
tices,   unregistered  and    registered    assistants   are  fixed 
by  Wages  IJoards.    With  regard  to  imports,  the  Common- 
wealth.   Customs     Tariff    requires    that    all  imported 
medicinal  preparations,  inter  alia^  shall  be  accompanied 
by  a  trade  description.    This  must  take  the  form  of  a 
label  containing  in  prominent  and  legible  characters  a 
true  description  of  the  goods,  the  name  of  the  country  or 
place  in  which  they  were  made  or  produced,  and  if  any 
weight  or  quantity  is  set  out  it  shall  specify  whether 
the  weight  or  quantity  is  gross  or  net.    If  the  prepara- 
tion is  prepared  ready  for  internal  use  and  contains  more 
than  17  per  cent,  by  volume  of  proof  spirit  (equivalent 
to  10  per  cent,  by  volume  of  ethyl  alcohol)  the  trade 
descriotion   shall   include   a   statement   setting   out  the 
percentage  by  volume  of  proof  spirit  contained  in  the 
product.    In  the  case  of  veterinary  medicines  or  liniments 
containing  methylated  spirits,  the  trade  descriotion  shall 
include  a  statement  in  the  following  form  : — "  This  prepar- 
ation contains  .  .  .  per  cent:  of  alcohol  by  volume  in  the 
form  of  methylated  spirit."    If  the  preparation  contains 
any  of  the  drugs  or  chemical  products  enumerated  in  the 
list  included  in  the  Commerce  Imports  Regulations,  the 
trade  description  must  contain  an  explicit  statement  to 
this   effect,    giving   the   specified  name  of  the  substance. 
Special  stipulations  apply  as  regards  the  declarations  to 
be  made  in  the  case  of  antitoxins',  serums,  and  other 
biological  preparations.    With  reference  to  the  conditions 
governing  preferential  treatment   from   April  1,  1925, 
goods  only  partially  produced  or  manufactured  in  the 
United  Kingdom  will  not  be  entitled  to  preference  unless 
at  least  75  per  cent,  of  the  factory  or  works'  cost  of  the 
goods  is  derived  from  material  of  United  Kingdom  origin 
and /or  labour  performed  in  the  United  Kingdom.    As  to 
goods  manufactured  in  the  United  Kingdom  from  imported 
raw  material  which  is  not  available  of  United  Kingdom 
origin,  preference  will  be  granted  if  all  processes  of 
manufacture  are  performed  in  the  United  Kingdom,  pro- 
vided similar  goods  are  not  produced  in  Australia.  Apart 
from  the  general  requirements  regulating  the  admission 
of  drugs,  etc.,  into  the  Commonwealth,  each  State  has 
its  own  laws,  regulations  or  standards  relating  to  the 
sale  of  foods  and  drugs. 

Authorised  Capital.— This  is  the  capital  which  has  to 
be  stated  in  the  memorandum  of  an  oi'dinary  company 
which  is  filed  with  the  Registrar  of  Companies  or  stated

in  the  articles  where  there  is  no  memorandum.  It  may 
be  paid  up  in  whole  or  in  part.  If  it  is  wholly  paid 
up  there  is  no  further  liability  on  the  holder  of  shares. 
If  shares  are  only  partly  paid  up,  holders  are  liable  to 
be  called  upon  to  pay  up  the  difference  between  what 
has  been  paid  up  and  the  nominal  amount  of  the  shares. 
If  the  memorandum  or  articles  provide  for  it,  a  company 
may  at  any  time  increase  its  capital ;  but  in  the  case 
of  an  ordinary  company  limited  by  shares,  and  also  in 
the  case  of  companies  limited  by  guarantee,  the  capital 
can  only  be  reduced  by  order  of  the  High  Court  con- 
firminsr  a  special  resolution  of  the  company  to  that  effect. 

Authorised  Persons. — The  expression  "  authorised  per- 
son," although  it  is  not  used  in  either  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  Act,  1920,  or  the  Dangerous  Drugs  and  Poisons 
(Amendment)  Act,  1923,  occurred  in  their  forerunner, 
Regulation  40b  of  the  Defence  of  the  Eealm  Act  (other- 
wise known  as  the  Cocaine  and  Opium  Regulation).  This 
was  issued  on  July  28,  1916,  and  amended  on  December  5, 
1916,  June  28,  1917,  and  October  26,  1917.  In  the  final 
form  of  the  Regulation  the  expression  "  authorised  per- 
son "  referred  to  a  medical  practitioner,  dentist,  veterin- 
ary surgeon,  person,  firm  or  body  corporate  carrying 
on'  the  business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist  in  Great 
Britain  or  the  corresponding  business  in  Ireland,  licen- 
tiate of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  in  Ireland,  or  a  person 
holding  a  general  or  special  permit  to  purchase  or  be  in 
possession  of  the  drugs  mentioned  in  the  Regulation. 
The  various  classes  of  persons  authorised  to  handle  the 
drugs  specified  in  the  Act  of  1920  and  its  Regulations 
(morphine,  cocaine,  ecgonine,  diamorphine,  and  their 
respective  salts,  raw  opium,  medicinal  opium,  and  pre- 
parations and  substances  containing  not  less  than  one- 
fifth  per  cent,  of  anhydrous  morphine  or  one-tenth  per 
cent,  of  cocaine,  ecgonine  or  diamorphine)  are  given  in 
detail  in  Tht  Chem-ist  and  Druggist  Diary,  1924,  pp.  257 
et  seq.    The  following  are  salient  points  : — 

Chemists  in  Business. — The  chemi.^t's  authorisation  to 
be  in  possession  of  "  dangerous  "'  drugs  entitles  him  to 
sell  by  retail,  dispense,  compound,  or  manufacture  any 
preparation  on  his  premises,  but  does  not  authorise  him 
to  sell  for  the  purpose  of  selling  again.  Tliere  is,  so  far, 
no  Regulation  or  ruling  governing  the  sale  of  "  danger- 
ous "  drugs  to  a  fellow-pharmacist;  it  is  wise  to  treat 
such  an  occurrence  as  a  retail  transaction,  and  have  it 
signed  for  in  the  poisons  book  and  marked  "  for  dispens- 
ing only."  Such  a  transaction  should  only  take  place  in 
an  emergency.  In  the  ordinary  course,  a  sale  for  re-sale 
requires  a  wholesaler's  licence.'  The  Dangerous  Drugs 
Act,  1920,  applies,  mutatis  mutandis,  to  Ireland;  but  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  and  Poisons  (Amendment)  Act,  1923, 
does  not  apply  to  Northern  Ireland,  except  in  so  far  as 
is  amends  the  Act  of  1920  "  in  relation  to  matters  with 
respect  to  which  the  Parliament  of  Northern  Ireland  have 
not  power  to  make  laws." 

Doctors,  Dentists  and  Veterinary  Sitrgeons. — ^Suffi- 
cient intimation  has  been  given  in  the  preceding  paragraph 
to  put  chemists  on  their  guard  in  all  transactions  under 
the  Acts  c>nd  Regulations  in  question.  The  names  of  prac- 
titioners from  whom  authorisation  to  possess  the  drugs 
has  been  withdrawn  are  published  promptly  in  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist  on  receipt  of  an  intimation  from 
the  Home  Office.  Transactions  in  which  doctors,  den- 
tists, or  veterinary  surgeons  are  concerned  are  divisible 
into  two  classes: — (1)  Sale  to  anyone  of  either  class,  and 
(2)  dispensing  a  prescription  written  by  a  doctor,  dentist 
or  veterinary  surgeon.  As  to  (1),  w'hen  any  order  is 
executed  for  "  dangerous  "  drugs,  it  is  necessary  to  put 
on  the  label  certain  particulars  entered  in  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  Act  register,  viz.,  the  amount,  the  percentage, 
and  (in  the  case  of  preparations  such  as  compressed 
tablets)  the  amount  in  each  and  the  total  number.  The 
alternative  methods  of  ordering  by  a  doctor,  dentist  or 
veterinary  surgeon  are  laid  down  in  the  1923  Act,  which 
specifies  that  either  the  practitioner  must  sign  the  poisons 
book  as  if  he  were  an  ordinary  retail  customer  (see 
Registers)  or — 


(a)  There  must  have  been  received  by  the  seller  before  the 
sale  an  order  in  writing  signed  by  the  purchaser  stating  his 
name  and  address  and  the  name  and  quantity  of  the  article 
to  be  purchased  ; 

(&)  The  seller  must  be  reasonably  satisfied  that  the  signa- 
ture aflfixed  to  the  order  is  in  fac-t  the"  signature  of  the  person 
purporting  to  sign  it,  and  that  that  person  is  a  registered 
medical  practitioner  ; 

(c)  The  article  sold,  if  sent  by  post  to  the  pui'chaser, 
must  be  sent  by  registered  post; 

(d)  The  seller  must  enter  in  the  book,  in  the  column 
assigned  to  the  signatures  of  purchasers,  the  words  "  signed 
order  "  followed  by  the  date  on  which  the  order  is  executed, 
and  must  preserve  the  order  for  a  period  of  two  years  from 
the  date  on  which  the  final  entry  in  the  book  is  made : 

Provided  that,  if  a  seller  is  reasonably  satisfied  that  a 
registered  medical  practitioner  desiring  to  purchase  a  poison 
urgently  requires  it  for  the  purpose  of  his  profession,  but 
is.  by  reason  of  some  emergency,  unable,  before,  delivery, 
either  to  furnish  to  the  seller  an  order  in  writing  duly 
signed,  or  to  attend  and  sign  the  book,  the  seller  may  send 
the  poison  to  the  purchaser  to  be  handed  over  to  him  either 
in  exchange  for  such  an  order  or  on  an  imdertaking  by  the 
purchaser  to  furnish  such  an  order  to  the  seller  within  the 
twenty-four  hours  next  following. 

Particular  care  is  requisite  in  the  case  of  telephonic 
orders.  Messengers  sent  for  "  dangerous  "  drugs  must 
present  to  the  chemist  w'ritten  authority  from  the  practi- 
tioner on  whose  behalf  they  are  sent.  (2)  The  full 
procedure  in  -dispensing  prescriptions  falling  within  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Acts  is  given  on  the  C.  <£•  D.  Poisons 
Card,  No.  4  (Is.).  The  following  precautions  should  be 
made  a  matter  of  habit  by  dispensing  chemists : — 

(a)  On  no  account  should  a  chemist  dispense  a  pre- 
scription when  the  name  and  address  of  the  patient  are 
not  given  on  it ; 

(b)  It  must  bear  the  address  and  usual  signature  of 
the  prescriber,  with  the  date  of  writing ; 

(c)  It  must  show  the  total  amount  of  "  dangerous  " 
drug  or  drugs  in  the  case  of  liquids  and  solids,  and  in 
the  case  of  tablets  and  similar  forms  of  medicament  the 
amount  in  each  and  the  number ; 

{d)  A  prescription  which  may  be  dispensed  three  times 
at  specified  intervals  may  not  be  dispensed  before  the 
dates  mentioned,  but  may  be  supplied  afterwards  if  the 
dates  on  which  it  is  dispensed  are  duly  filled  in  on  the 
paper; 

(e)  A  simple  way  of  dispensing  a  National  Health 
Insurance  prescription  coming  within  the  Regulations 
is  to  copy  it  in  the  prescription-book  kept  in  accordance 
with  the  Pharmacy  Act,  and  make  a  cross-reference  in 
the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  register; 

{f)  The  prescription  must  be  dated  by  the  chemist 
with  the  date  on  which  it  was  dispensed,  and  must  be 
reta"-ied   by   him ; 

(;/)  A  dentist's  prescription  must  contain  the  words 
"for  dental  treatment  only"; 

{/()  A  veterinary  surgeon's  prescription  must  be 
endorsed  "  for  animal  treatment  only." 

Other  Authorised  Persons. — Other  authorised  persons 
are: — (1)  Manufacturers,  (2)  wholesalers,  importers  and 
exporters;  (3)  occupiers  of  factories  or  workshops 
(cocaine  eye-drops  of  a  specified  formula)  ;  (4)  certified 
practising  midwives  (preparations  of  opium)  ;  (5)  dis- 
pensers in  hospitals,  asylums,  poor-law  institutions  or 
sanatoria  supported  by  a  public  authority,  out  of 
public  funds,  or  by  charity  or  voluntary  subscriptions  (a 
medical  practitioner  must  sign  orders  unless  the  dis- 
penser is  qualified  under  the  Pharmacy  Acts)  ;  (6) 
matrons  of  hospitals,  etc.,  not  provided  with  a  recog- 
nised dispenser;  (7)  public  analysts  and  persons  in 
charge  of  i-esearch  laboratories  ("as  far  ^s  is  neces- 
sary ")  ;  (8)  masters  of  ships  (tr.  chlorof.  co.  and  tr. 
opii — ^but  masters  of  foreign  ships  require  a  certificate 
from  the  medical  officer  of  health,  or  the  assistant  medi- 
cal officer,  for  the  port)  ;  (9)  farmers  and  stockowners 
{up  to  32  oz.  of  tr.  opii)  ;  (10)  persons  for  whom  medical 
practitioners  have  written  prescriptions;  (11)  messengers 
who  produce  written  authority.
